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ZHE HOUSE WASTES ANOTHER DAY 
ON THE IRISH QUESTION. 

4 NOISY AND USELESS DEBATE—SHARP WORDS 
EXCHANGED BY MESSRS, ROBINSON AND 
ROBESON — IMPORTANT PUBLIC MEAS- 
URES GIVING WAY TO DEMAGOGUERY. 

WasHIneTon, Feb. 14.—It was expected 
fnat the House would make some progress to- 
flay with the Apportionment bill, but the day 
was given up to that subject which Mr. Robin- 
ton, of Brooklyn, declares to be more impor- 
sant than apportionment, tariff, or appropri- 
ation bills, and to a debate full of personal al- 
lusions and disorder. The Foreign Affairs 

Committee reported Mr. Robinson’s resolution 

palling upon the Attorney-General for his 

ppinion concerning the right of Great Britain 
to arrest and imprison Speaker Keifer, Gov. 

Cornell, or Charles Carroll, laborer, and 

recommended that it be laid on the table, 

When the question was put there was no oppo- 

bition, but Mr. Cox joined Mr. Robinson and 

rallied the Democratic side, so that the yeas 
and nays were ordered and the committee 
narrowly escaped defeat. The vote was 

117 to 103. . The committee also reported 

adversely Mr. Cox’s resolution calling for 

nil the correspondence in the case of 


D. H. O’Connor, imprisoned in Ireland, and 
asked that it should be laid on the table be- 
rause a resolution of similar character, cover- 
ing all these cases, had been reported and 
adopted. The vote.being taken by tellers, the 
House failed to sustain the committee, and the 
debate began. 


Mr. Robinson made one of his characteristic 
speeches, and at times commanded the close 
attention of the Honse. Mr. Robeson had op- 
posed him at the beginning of the discussion 
by interposing a point of order, and to him 
the member from Brooklyn directed many of 
his remarks. Referring to Oscar Wilde’s in- 
troduction by Mr. Robeson at a social gath- 
ering in this city, he declared that 
Mr. Robeson’s proper vocation was the 
escorting of ‘‘assthetes,’” and said that 
he wished the member from New-Jersey was 
in jail where O'Connor is. He complained 
that he had been repressed and “ sat upon” in 
the House, and that the Foreign Affairs Com- 
roittee had treated him discourteously. Turn- 
ing to the gallery, he complained that the 
press misrepresented him, and found fault 
with THE NEw-YorRK TiMEs for writing funny 
articles about him. He had been assailed, he 
paid, with the mingled filth and ferocity of 
ap bloodhound and a polecat. He de- 
clared that he had not been defending 
[reland, but American citizens, and in ex- 
planation of his description of the plan for the 
capture of London, asserted that that city 
could be taken more easily than Vicksburg 
was in the civil war. ‘‘ Why shouldn’t we 
take it,” he asked, ‘Sif American citizens con- 
tinue to be imprisoned by Great Britain?’ 
It was the President’s duty to demand their 
release or speedy trial, and, if he could not 
secure either, to inform Congress, so 
that war might be at once _ declared. 
The resolution reported a few days ago 
and adopted, asking the President to obtain 
Information about all American citizens in 
British prisons, was a humbug, injhis opinion. 
By such means it would take 1,000 years to get 
B fly out of a molasses cup. Mr. Kobeson had 
told him that he did not understand the prin- 
ciples of liberty and law. ‘‘I don’t want to 
nuderstand them as he does,” cried Mr. Rob- 
Inson. 

Although at times the speech had caused the 
member from New-Jersey to laugh, it was 
plain before it came to an end that Mr. Robe- 
son was angry, and a sharp reply was expected 
when he arose. ‘** [am not ashamed,” said he, 
‘of the distinction, if it be a distinction, of 
being the target of all the folly and every 
crank in this House. Itis part of the duty of 
& man who honestly and earnestly endeavors 
to give a right direction to legislation 
to submit himself to the censure of fools and 
tke vituperation of demagogues. The House 
knows that I have never interfered with the 
ee gran of the member from Brooklyn, 

ut I have objected to a consumption of time 
when he sought to exhibit his folly and ob- 
struct public business, I have never sat upon 
him, because I knew that his wind came without 
pressure. If he is sincere, as ke says he is, we 
must summon experts before we allow him 
further to interfere with legislation. If he is 
sincere the experts would give a verdict 
against him; if he is not sincere then he is 
foolish or mendacious.’? Mr. Kobinson had 
said that he had taught Mr. Robeson when a 
boy and found him dull. Mr, Robeson denied 
this. ‘*‘He never taught me anything,” said he. 

‘* You were too stupid,” said Mr. Robinson. 

**T don’t know anv respectable community,” 
replied Mr. Robeson, ‘who would have em- 
ployed you as a country schoolmaster.” 

He then continued his remarks, saying that the 
Irish must fight for themselves if they desired - 
to be free. They could not gain freedom by 
interrupting the proceedings of the United 
States Cengress by demagogical speeches. He 
also reminded Mr. Robinson that short weap- 
ons were the best. The experience of nations 
showed this. The bowie-knife was more effec- 
tive than the long lance of the Pole or the long 
tongue of an Irish patriot. He did not fail to 
say a good word for the Irish in America, as- 
serting that Americans of Irish descent domi- 
nated and controlled every commercial enter- 
prise and every legislative body. 

Mr. Murch, of Maine, had submitted a reso- 
lution from the Land League of his city, and 
be reproved Mr. Robeson for his allusions to 
jemagogues. He declared that he was repre- 
senting his constituents, and that the Speaker 
had broken faith with him and refused to rec- 
pgnize him after having agreed to do so. 

Wher Mr. Robeson finished he tried to yield 
the floor to Mr, Orth, ef the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, with the understanding that the 
latter should move the previous question. Mr. 
Cox strenuously objected, and was backed by 
the Democratic side. Points of order were 
raised and debated. Mr. Randall took a hand 
and opposed the Speaker with some severity. 

**The gentleman from Pennsylvania is not 
the Speaker,” said Mr. Robeson, *‘ although he 
floesn’t seem to know it.” 

**Well,’”’ replied Mr. Randall in a loud tone, 
*T am a member of this House in good stand- 
Ing,” placing peculiar emphasis upon the last 
three words. 

The discussion degenerated into a scene of 
great disorder. A dozen members were 
yelling at the tops of their voices. The 


nisles were full and also most of the 
prea in front of the Speaker. At 
last the Speaker overruled all the 


oints of order, and allowed Mr. Orth to move 
he previous question. Mr. Cox appealed from 
the chair’s decision, having claimed that he 
had the right to control the resolution in de- 
bate because the committee had been beaten. 
Mr. Robeson moved to lay the appeal on the 
table, and his motion was carried by a vote of 
128 to 112. Mr. Cox then moved to reéommit 
the O’Connor resolution, with the names of 
several other prisonersinciluded. The commit- 
tee * aeelae this motion, and it was easily car- 
ried. 

The Apportionment bill was then taken up 
but before the first speech had come to an en 
the House adjourned. 1t is to be regretted 
that an attempt is not made to confine the at- 
tention of the House to the important business 
on hand. The Apportionment. bill and the 
Post Office Appropriation bill are both on the 
gtecks, so to speak. Each has been debated 
for several days, but neither is finished. Other 
important appropriation bills are on the cal- 
endar, and the committees are said to be con- 
sidering the expediency of holding meetings 
less frequently and doing less work, because 
the House does not take up the werk which 
they have prepared.

TALKING AGAINST PROTECTION. 
MR. VANCE OCCUPIES THE DAYIN THE SEN- 
ATE—THE ANTI-POLYGAMY BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The time of the 
Senate was to-day given up to what Mr. Ed- 
munds was pleased to call the reading of more 
or less interesting and witty essays, and but 
little business was accomplished. Mr. Slater, 
according to previous announcement, ‘* sub- 
mitted some remarks” in favor of the improve- 
ment of the Columbia River, and then Mr. 
Vance obtained the floor to make a speech 
against protection, the bill under considera- 
tion being that of Mr. Morrill for a 
tariff commission. The North Carolina Sen- 
ator was, as_ usual, entertaining, his 
speech being full ofgsarcastic allusions to the 
Republican Party for its advocacy of protec- 
tion, and abounding in ridicule of that protec- 
tion-needing infant, American manufactures. 
In opening he contrasted the South with the 
North for the purpose of showing that the 
North had for years been enjoying the foster- 
ing care and pecuniary assistance of the Gov- 
ernment, while the South had received oni. 
public lands to assist in the building of rail- 
roads and guarantees of bonds for vari- 
ous purposes. Considering these facts he 
thought it not surprising that the 
North should have flourished and advanced 
more rapidly than the South. In the middle 
of his speech Mr. Vance was interrupted by 
Mr. Morrill, who wanted to know if the Sen- 
ator from North Carolina did not in 1860, as 
one of the South American party, vote for a 
tariff bill. To this Mr. Vanee replied: ‘I don’t 
know. I know that in my younger days I kept 
some mighty bad company.” He presented 
many figures in support of his argument, 
and most vehemently denounced the 
existing tariff as oppressive, prohibitory, and 
unconstitutional, His speech was yery amus- 
ing, especially when he came to deseribe the 
infant American industry, which he said was 
weaker now, at 100 years of age, than it was 
at birth, a perfect enfant terrible, becoming 
weaker as it became larger. Likening it to 
Aunt Jemima’s plaster, he said, ‘‘ The more 
you try to pull it off, the more it sticks the fast- 
er.” 1t had developed an enormous abnormal 
growth, and was now entitled to be regarded, 
with its insatiable appetite for more protec- 
tion, asa politico-economical tape-worm. Mr. 
Vance touched his best point when he alluded 
to the Southern manufacturers as feeling the 
oppression of the tariff in their efforts to de- 
velop their resources. The protected infant 
was afraid of a new infant in the fam- 
ily. In North Carolina they wanted 
to build some _ factories, and they 
were desirous of getting their machinery with- 
out paying a burdensome duty. Pennsylvania 
objected, and North Carolina must struggle 
along without protection for her enterprises. 
Mr. Vanee ridiculed the recent tariff conven- 
tion in New-York as the meeting of selfish 
protected manufacturers, referring to one of 
the speakers, an iron man of Pennsylvania, 
who preferred that a commission composed 


of men selected by manufacturers should 
revise the tariff, as being ‘‘a friend of 


infantile ferruginous swine,’’ which was ac- 
cepted with laughter by the Senators asa very 
humorous term for proteeted pig-iron. He 
favored the abolition of internal revenue taxa- 
tion, believing that Government could raise 
sufficient revenue without thus interfering 
with the States and thus depriving them of 
the opportunity to tax their citizems for inter- 
nal improvements, 

When Mr. Vance had finished, Mr. Morrill 
read from the record of the Congress of 1860 
to show that the only speech made by Mr, 
Vance at that time on a tariff bill under con- 
sideration was one in which, retaliating for an 
atternpt made to tax terrapin, he had risen to 
ask that pumpkins be placed on the list of tax- 
able things. 

Mr. Edmunds resisted Mr. Call’s attempt to 
make a speech on the pending Ingalls resolu- 
tion by moving to lay aside all orders of busi- 
ness for the purpose of taking up the Anti-Po- 
lygamy bill, r. Voorhees moved to go into 
executive session, and his motion was beaten 
on a call of the rolland Mr. Edmunds’s propo- 
sition was agreed to. An adjournment was 
taken, Mr. Edmunds having given notice that 
he should press the Polygamy bill to a conclu- 
sion without delay. He expects to get a vote 
on it to-morrow.

AN IMPORTANT PLACE FILLED. 
THE HON. JOHN ©. NEW NOMINATED FOR 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF THE TREAS- 
URY. 

Wasaineton, Feb. 14.—The nomination 
of the Hon. John C. New, of Indiana, to be 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury surprised 
many persons, and among them, it is said, 
several members of Congress from Indiana, 
who had expected that the office would be 
given to Mr. Curry. It has been currently 


reported in this city for some time 
that Mr. New would be given the 
Russian mission. Secretary Folger has 
sorely felt the need of a competent 


and trustworthy assistant, and has earnestly 
desired that the man selected should be one ac- 
uainted with the methods of doing business in 
the Treasury Department. Mr. New was once 
Treasurer of the United States. It is under- 
stood that the Secretary would have en- 
deavored to secure the services of Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster-General Elmer 
in this position if that gentleman had 
not been, like himself, a resident of New-York 
State. In Gen. Elmer he saw a gentleman 
whose integritv and business ability made bim 
peculiarly well qualified for such an office. It 
is not believed, however, that Gen. Elmer 
would have accepted the plaee if the President 
had offered it te him. Heis engagedina work 
of great ray abn to the people, and is very 
valuable in his present position, with which he 
is satisfied. Other important nominations are 
expected within ashort time. The most promi- 
nent candidate for the Mexican mission is Col. 
Pitkin, of Louisiana, who is supported bya 
long list of powerful commercial organizations 
and preminent men of New-Orleans and the 
Lower Mississippi Valley.

A bill to fix the compensation of letter- 
carriers was adopted by the House Committee 


on Post Offices and Post Roads to-day, and 
subsequently reported to the House with a 
favorable recommendation. It fixes the pay 
of auxiliary letter-carriers at $600 per annum, 
and prevides that after one year’s service they 
shall be promoted and their pay increased to 
$800, and after two years’ service that they 
shall be advanced another step higher, with 
asalary of $1,000. ‘The bill further provides 
that all original appointments shall be made 
to the grade of auxiliary letter-carrier. 


A large delegation of prominent residents of 
Galveston, Texas, is in the city, and the mem- 


bers of it have appeared before the Senate and 
House Committees on Commerce in support of 
an appropriation for continuing the work of 
removing the outer bar in Galveston Harbor. 
In this work the jetty system has been used 
with marked success, it is said. The engineer’s 
estimate for next year is $500,000, but the ne- 
cessity of pursuing the work now, or before 
the money appropriated in the River and 
Harbor bill will become available, leads the 
delegates to urge an immediate appropriation 
ef asmaliler amount. 

The House Committee on Appropriations to- 


day agreed to a substitute for Mr. Harden- 
bergh’s bill to regulate the collection of the tax 


on weiss beer. It provides that brewers of weiss 
beer exclusively may bottle that liquor upon 
the prernises where the same is brewed or 
made, in bottles containing not more than 
one quart each, and such bottled liquor may be 
removed from the brewery for consumption or 
sale upon payment of the tax in boxes con- 
taining either two dozen half-pint bottles, 
two dozen pint bottles, or one dozen 
quart bottles, and not otherwise. It pre- 
scribes the method of affixing the stamps 
and imposes a penalty for non-compliance with 
the provisions of the bill. Bottlers of weiss 
beer whe are not brewers are prohibited from 
packing in boxes similar to those of the brew- 
ers, The rate of tax on weiss beer is fixed at 
8 cents per gallon, without any allowance or 
deduction. 

Mr. Willets, of Michigan, submitted to the 
House to-day the bill heretofore agreed upon 


by the Judiciary Committee to prevent per- 


sons living in bigamy or polygamy from hold- 
ing any civil office in any of the Territories, 
and from being Delegates in Congress, Ac- 
companying the bill is a report which declares 
that no person shall hold oftice who violates a 
statute that is justified and demanded by the 
positive sentiment of civilization. Im cen- 
clusion, the report says: ‘‘It matters not, in 
our judgment, that this violation is excused 
or defended under the guise of religion. Your 
committee recognize the fact that this bill 
falls far short otf what the country justly 
demands and that in many respects we, as 
representatives of the Nation, will fail in our 
duty if we do not prosecute measures looking to 
a more radical treatment of an evil which has 
in the last 50 years intrenched itself in our 
political system. We propose to supplement 
this with other propositions that may per- 
haps elicit opposition as too radical, but 
which, in our judgment, are absolutely neces- 
sary, and these propositions are being con- 
sidered by the committee. In the meantime 
we propose this measure, which is practical in 
its character, likely to pass without any con- 
siderable dissent, and we hope will so commend 
itself to Congress that it may speedily become 
a law.”

Judge of the Common Pleas in Warren County. 


Senator Havens, of Ocean, is opposed, and, 
it is said, only on personal grounds, 
to Mr. Middleton, who is now the 


Prosecutor of the Pleas there, andisa candidate 
for reappointment. Woodruff was nominated to 
the Senate Jast year for Law Judge of Passaic 
County, but the Senate refused to confirm him, and 
consistency will probably demand his rejection 
again this year. Morrow, for reasons connected 
with the prosecution of the Warren County ring, is 
in bad odor among the Republicans, and a move- 
ment is on foot to dispose of the contest over his 
appointment by abolishing his office. An act do- 
ing away with the Law Judgeship of Warren 
County has already passed the Senate, and no ac- 
tion will be taken on his nomination until the 
House shall have acted on the bill. 

In the Senate this morning the act for the crea- 
tion of an intermediate prison, where the less 
hardened offenders against the law may be im- 
prisoned, was called up on second reading. Senater 
Stainsby, of Essex County, made an effort to amend 
it by the insertion of a clause forbidding hat and 
shoe making in the reformatory, but met with 
strong opposition on the part of Mr. Vail, of Union. 
The proposed amendment was beaten by a vote of 
6 to 12. At the afternoon session the bill was 
passed. Mr. McAdoo has introduced the proposed 
new charter for Jersey City. It is the gener- 
al act for the government of cities which 
was elaborated by a commission of many 
of the most conspicuous gentlemen inthe State. 
The act was submitted to the Legislature a year 
ago, but Newark made objection that it was 
not constructed after the perfect model of 
Newark’s municipal machine, and no attempt 
was made to pass it. It is an_ elastic 
scheme that was intended to cover every munici- 
pality in the State. It vested must of the powers 
of local government in the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen. Any city desiring only asimple form 
of government was required to have only these of- 
ficers, but the bill authorized the creation by the 
local goveraing boards of as elaborate a system of 
municipal government as might be desired. Those 
wishing it could have fully equipped Police and 
and Fire and Health Departments and all other 
known appliances of the most costly municipal 
government. Newark is probably not so proud of 
her municipal system this year as she was last year, 
and may make less strenuous objection to the pas- 
sage of the act than she did then. 

The Senate committee, after hearing argument 
for and against the Passaic River Dam bill this 
afternoon, adjourned until this evening. A large 
delegation from Pass?‘c, Hudson, aad Essex Coun- 
ties was present. Ar,uments were made against 
the bil) by President Hobart, Judge Rankin, and 
others. Theengineer of the Jersey City Water 
Works made a long argument in favor of the bill. 
Friends ef the bil insistéd tnat another day should 
be appointed for their hearing. Tuesday next, at 4 
P. M., was finally agreed upon to hear further ar- 


guments.

THE POWERS AND THE TROUBLES 
OF EGYPT. 
AN AGREEMENT EXPECTED BETWEEN THE

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DANGER OF A DUEL BETWEEN MR. RIDDLE-

RICHMOND, Va,, Feb. 14.—No little excite- 
ment exists in this city to-night over the rumor 
that there is danger of a duel between Senator 
Riddleberger, the champion Readjuster, and Sena- 
tor Smith, of Alexandria, a leading member of the 
Bourbon Party. Both are claimed by their friends 
to be men of undoubted courage. and Mr. Riddle- 
berger’s recent experiences on the field of honor 
during the late campaign are ranked among the 
conspicuous contributions to the dueling literature 
of the year just closed.

A MOUNTAIN MELTING AWAY.

SUDDEN DISAPPEARANCE OF A PART OF BALD 
MOUNTAIN, IN NORTA CAROLINA. 
ASHEVILLE, N. C., Feb. 14.—Information 
received to-day from Baid Mountain states that 
yesterday a sudden and fearful crash was heard in 
the neighborhood of Bakersville. The rumbling 
noijse-preceding the crash was heard for miles, and 
eaused the frightoned inhabitants of these moun- 
tains to recall the seenes of four or 
five years ago, when Bald Mountain was 
seriously threatened with volcanic eruptians. 
An investigation of the disturbance of yesterday 
developed the fact that a large portion of this peak 


had suddenly disappeared in the fertile and dDeauti- 
ful valley below. Asiice of ahalfamile square 
melted away. The cause of this remarkable tum- 
ble is unknown—whether it is to be attributed to 
the keavy snow and rain storms which have pre- 
vailed inthis region forthe past few weeks, or 
whether it is the result of the fissure in 
the mountains caused by the volcanic out- 
bursts a few years ago. The local scien- 
tists are unable to decide the question. 
The people in the neighborhood are very much dis- 
turbed about the mysterious collapse of old Baldy. 
Fouryears ago the indications of volcanic eruptien 
and the quiverings of the mountain-sides created 
intense excitement, and many of the more simple- 
minded were so frightened that they would scarce- 
ly leave their homes for days. This new disturb- 
ance, while it has net caused so mueh terror, has 
made the inhabitants of that remote region feel un- 
comfortable.

LAFAYETTE SOPHOMORES AND FRESHMEN 
FIGHTING—THREE STUDENTS ARRESTED. 
EASTON, Penn., Feb. 14.—About 9 o'clock 

this evening, while the Sophomore Class of Lafay- 

ette'College was marching to Opera-house Hall to 
hold; a banquet, the Fresliman Class suddenly fell 
into‘line in front and endeavored to drown, with

Several 
lawyers were obtained and, after an hour’s talk, 
the prisoners were released on bail for a hearing 
in the morning. The rumpus attracted large crowds 


to the street. 
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MURDERED BY A BROTHER-IN-LAW. 

PEEKSKILL, N. Y., Feb. 14.—Curtis Chris- 
tian and Jonah Tompkins, brothers-in-law, residing 
on Tinker Hill, in the town of Putnam Valley, 10 
miles from Peekskill and 8 miles back of Cold 
Spring, went away together yesterday morning to 
buy cows. Late last night Christian returned home 
alone, haggard and wild, and declared to his wife 


that he haa killed Tompkins, and his body would 
be found in a small hollow a few miles distant, and 
that he would kill her also. He made a dash for 
his wife and caught her by the throat, but 
she, being the stronger of the two, broke 
from his hold, got him down, and suceeeded in 
ejecting him fromthe house. She then alarmed 
the neighbors, and, proceeding to the spot described 
by Christian, the body of Tompkins was found, 
with the head crushed in by a stone. The murderer 
has not yet been apprehended, and is believed to 
have committed suicide by jumping in a well. 
Jealousy of Tompkins, beeause he managed his 
father-in-law’s farm, is thought to have prompted 
the deed.

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REPORTS OF SMHALL-POX. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The National Board 
of Health has reeeived reports showing that during 
January small-pox existed in the following places 
in Michigan: Bay City, Detroit, Grand Rapids, 
Kalamazoo, Monroe, Marcellus, South Haven, Lees- 
burg, Geneva, Marshall, Eseanaba, Crystal Lake, 
Port Huron, Watson, Pontiae, Menomonee, Wauee- 
dah, Spalding, and Park. During the week 
ending Feb. 4 there was 1 death from 
small-pox in Erie, Penn.; 1 case in Win- 
chester, Va., and 2 deaths in Newark, 
N. J. During the week ending Feb. 11 there was 1 
death in Pomeroy, Ohio; 1 death in Si. Louis and 
11 cases sent to the hospital six miles from St. 
Louis. and 3 deaths at the hospital; 10 deaths in 
Allegheny, Penn. Reports from Newark, N. J., 
show no new cases and that smail-pox has almost 
disappeared in that eity. 

Information was received at the Navy Depart- 
ment this afternoon that two new cases of small- 
pox had appeared on board the fiagship Tennessee 
now in Hampten Roads. The patients have been 
removed to the hospital, and every precaution

THE CHINESE PROFESSOR DEAD. 





DEATH OF PROF. KO KUN HUA, OF HARVARD 
—RESULTS OF HIS WORK HERE. 

Boston, Feb. 14.—The Chinese instructor in 
Harvard College, Prof. Ko Kun Hua, died some- 
what suddenly this afternoon, at his home in Cam- 
bridge, ef pneumonia. He had been ill with a 
cold for about a fortnight, but that his trouble 
was of aserious nature was not generally under- 
stood. He has been here since September, 1879, 
when he began his three years’ engage- 
ment to teach the Chinese language at 
the college, and he has, during his residence in 
Cambridge, most favorably impressed those who 
have come in contact with him by his eulti- 


vated manners, his modest demeanor, and bis 
character. His engagement was the result of a 
movement begun in 1877 by Francis P. Knight, of 
this city, who had lived in China for several years, 
to secure Chinese instruction in the college. 
A subscription of $8,750 was raised for the purpose 
of maintaining at Cambridge a native teacher of 
the Mandarin or classical Chinese, and it 
was desired to. fit young men to take 
positions of a high grade in the Chinese Govern- 
ment service, and also to enable them to en- 
gage in mereantile pursuits in China, with the 
view to facilitating the commercial intercourse 
between the two eountries. It was found a diffi- 
cult task to obtain an educated Chinese gentleman 
willing to leave his country and undertake the 
task, but finally Prof. Ko was secured, with the 
consent of his Government to his engagement. 

Prof. Ko Kun Hua was a native of Ningpo, China, 
‘and was 40 years old when he died. He was noted 
early in life for his attainments in Mandarin Chi- 
nese and general Chinese literature. He was admit- 
ted by the Emperor tothe rank of a Mandarin, 
and was entitled to wear one of the two 
shades of the Blue Button. He held 
several important positions under the Government 
at Ningpo, and during the rebellion was a foreign 
secretary. He made several literary ventures in 
his native country and here. He published a 
volume of poems in China, written in the Hall of 
Longevity at Ningpo. Since his residence here he 
has written and published poems in his native 
language. At the time of his death he had 
nearly finished a translation of some of his poems 
into English, which it was bis purpose to publish 
the coming year. During his engagement here he 
has learned ourlanguage and was abie to converse 
in it with a good degree of fairness, 
though on his arrival he could not speak 
a word of English. Whether his experience 
wiil be regarded as a_ successful _ result 
of the experiment undertaken by the college by 
his engagement is a question. He has had only four 
or five pupils in all, but the results obtained are 
considered to have been most satisfactory. He 
taught both Engiish and French puplis at Ningpo, 
and he has said that one of his American pupils sur- 
passed anyhe ever had there. It is also stated that one 
of his pupils at least here has already acquired 
the ability to converse easily with Man- 
darins. The Professor’s term here would have 
expired the present year. He leaves a_ wife 
and six children. Of the latter, the two oldest, 
14 and 11 years old, respectively, were 
made Mandarins by special creation by 
the Emperor before legving China for this 
country. Next Saturday will be the Chinese 
New-Year, and the day was loeked forward to 
with pleasure, for that occasion has been the only 
one on which the Professor had been ig the habit 
of entertaining at his own home.

THE COMMITTEES NAMED 


THE BARGAIN UNFULFILLED AND 
TAMMANY VERY ANGRY. 


GRUMBLING EVEN IN THE RANKS OF THE 
REGULARS—OLD LEGISLATORS SLIGHT- 
¥ED—SACHEM KEARNEY TELLS THE PRO- 
VISIONS OF THE BARGAIN—THE SPEAK 
ER’S ALLEGED TREACHERY. 


ALBANY, Feb. 14.—The Democratic factions 
are more discontented to-night than at any time 
since the opening of the session. The Speaker's 
committees have caused itall. Some of the Dem- 
ocrats who have already served terms in the Legis- 
lature are indignant to find that they have been 
slighted inthe matter of Chairmanships, and that 
these coveted positions have been given to younger 
and inexperienced members. Among these grum- 
blers are Messrs. Newman, Tighe, and Sheridan, 
of Kings, and Cleary of Rockland. Mr, Tighe hag 
even asserted that he will ask to be excused 
from all committee duty. Even Col. Murphy is 
not entirely satisfied with the make-up of his Cities 
Committee. The members of the harmonizing 
committee, however, dono grumbling. With the 
exception of Mr. Butts, of Monroe, they all re- 
ceived a Chairmanship of some committee. The 
four who were thus favored were Messrs. Higgins, 
of Niagara; M. J. Costello, of New-York; Engle, 
of Kings, and Keyes, of Westchester. The Repub- 
licans express themselves as weil satisfied with 


their treatment. 


Sachem Kearney, who, with Gen. Spinola, repre- 
sented Tammany at the conference held by the 
Higgins harmonizing committee, and who was 
present throughout the conference both at the 
Delavan House and at Stamwix Hull, makes the 
following statement: “It is true that a bargain 
was made between Tammany on the one hand and 
Mr. Patterson on the other. The harmonizing 
committee which was appointed by the Democratic 
caucus was in session altogether about four hours, 
and agreed to these propositions: First, Tam- 
‘many should have three men on the Rail 
‘road Committee, one of whom, Major Hag: 
gerty, should be Chairman; second, Col, 
Murphy should be Chairman of the Cities 
Committee, three Tammany men should be se- 
lected for membership on that committee, and the 
‘remainder of the committee should be made up of 


proper men from the various cities of the State; 
third, Tammany Hall should have two representa: 
tives on the Insurance Committee and two on 
Commerce and Navigation. These propositions 
were submitted by Mr. Higgins to Mr. Patterson. 
He in turn asked each of the five members of the 
harmonizing committee if they approved of it. 
They said they did, and Mr. Patterson thereupon 
pledged himself to that committee, and to us 
-also, to carry out the terms of these propo- 
sitions if -he was elected Speaker. This 
Was on Wednesday night. Mr. Patterson 
was elected by Tammany votes the next morning. 
Last Tuesday night he called on us at our head- 
quarters and asked us torelease him from his 
agreement so faras keeping it a secret was con: 
cerned, for he desired to consult with Daniel Manning 
and Rufus W. Peckham, both of whom are identi- 
fied with the management of the Democratic Party. 
We agreed, for he said that they could not swerve 
him from keeping the agreement. When he met 
us, two hours later, he said he did not quite under- 
stand the arrangement abont the Cities Committee, 
adding that his belief had been that Col. Murphy 
and two Tammany men only were to be allotted to 
that Committee, and that agreement he was willing 


tocarry out. Wereplied that we would have a meet- 
ing of the Tammany Assemblymen at which the 


matter should be settled, and in the morning we 
would make areport tohim. Our men agreed ta 
accede to the proposition as Mr. Patterson under 
stood it, so that there snould be no more delay in 
organizing the Heuse. Thenext that we knew Mr. 
Patterson declared that everything was ‘off’ be: 
tween him and Tammany; so you see he has been 
controlled by Manning and Peckham after all.’”’ In 
conclusion, Mr. Kearney declared that Mr. Patter 
son never amounted to anything politically outside 
of the city of Troy. 

In a published interview this evening Gen. 
Spinola, in characteristic language, abuses Mr. 
Patterson roundly for the manner in 
‘which Tammany was treated cn the com- 
mittees. He declares him to be a cheat 
and liar and yows eternal vengeance on him for 
his treachery. ‘* Most certainly,” he says, “ there 
was a bargain, which was as plain and as explicit 
an agreement as was ever put in words. It 
was secret, of course, but it was made in 
.the presence of seven gentiemen, five of whom 
were the caucus harmonizing committee.” He 
‘then gives the terms of this bargain, coinciding 
with Mr. Kearney’s statements, though not goingse 
much into detail. Spinola also talks to-night 
of a committee of the Assembly to investigate the 
‘means by which the Speaker secured his chair. 
Gen. Spinola, it may be remembered, is given 
-equally to the practice of blustering and the use of 
billingsgate, and his attack upon Mr. Patterson is 
regarded as that of a blackguard uponagentieman. 


In an interview with Speaker Patterson at his 
residence in Troy this eveniag, he said, in reply to 
the charges of Spinola and Kearney: “I sin- 
cerely wish such a committee as Gen. 
Spinola hints at- might be appointed to 
investigate, and then matters would be made pub- 
lio which I have, in honor bound, kept to my- 





self, for every man who was present af 
the deliberations of the caucus commit 
tee pledged himself to secrecy. I deny 


absolutely that any such propositions as those ind 
-cated by Mr. Kearney were acceeded to by 
me, either at that conference or anywhere 
jelee. I will say that, in the course of 
our conversation that ight, the subject 
of committees was discussed, and Gen. 
Spinola and Mr. Kearney made certain suggestions 
in regard to their composition which would meet 
I made no 
pledges to carry out these suggestions. [ 
said they were certainly fair .suggestions, and 
that if I were elected Speaker without any pledges 
being exacted I should consider that I migixt 
carry them out. What those suggestions were IL 
do not feel at liberty to state, for I con- 
sider the pledge of secrecy made that 
night as binding upon an honorable man. I 
give you my word, however, that they were 
not the same suggestions that Mr. Kear- 
ney indieates as propositions. It was 
agreed by all present that I should 
be guided by the advice of the cancts com- 
mittee as to how far those suggestions 
should be complied with The committee 
rested with the result of their labors, he- 
lieving that they had accomplished their mission 
in securing the election of a Speaker, and I was 
left to use my own judgment in the matter. Ata 
subsequent interview with Gen. Spinola he made 
@ number of suggestions entirely outside of 
the line of suggestions offered on the night. of the 
conference. I flatly rofused to grant them. 
Then came the withdrawal of Tammany 
frem the caucus. This was an open viola 
tion of the only agreement that was made in the 
presence of the caucus committee, that agreement, 
as you know, being one in which Tammany gegreed 
to go into caucus with the Democrats, provid 
ing all the caucus nominations, save that of 
Speaker, were rescinded. I sent them word 
that as Tammany had publicly violated the agree- 
ment, I would have no more to-do with them, and 
that I considered that I was no longer under 
any obligations to Tammany. I am free ta 
say, however, had Tammany reconsidered 
her course, the committees which would have 
been announced last Friday would have been 
differently constituted than they are to 
Right. As regards my consukation with 
Messrs. Mansing and Peckham, I can say 
this: I did go to the Tammany men and ask 
them to release me from the pledge of secrecy 
that I might teil these gentiemen what actu: 
ally transpired on the night of the confer 
ence. Permission was granted. I saw those 
gentlemen, aad the advice which they beth gave 
me was, ‘Carry outto the letter amy understand 
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ing that you may have had witk these people’ I 
never in my life broke my word when. once I had 
given it.” 

None of the members of the Higgins harmoniz- 
ing eommittee will'talk about the deliberations 
which resulted in Mr. Patterson's election. They 
bay that they feel bound to remain ailent be- 
truse of the pledges taken that night, it 
is positive that this war-whoop of Tammany’s may 
have the effect of releasing thom from their obliga- 
tionsand of enabling them to make a joint state- 
ment which shall beacorroboration of Patterson's 
Utteramces. If half the terrible things sre 
done which the Tammany men to-night 
Bwear they will do, the Assembly Cham- 
ber will be a scene of eold-blooded 
acts, To-morrow the bludgeon style of oratory 
will be indufged to the uttermost by the Tammany 
Assemblymen, and the King’s English will be mur- 


flered in the most merciless manner.

SPEAKER PATTERSON'S CHOIOCR. 
TAMMANY PRACTICALLY IGNORED — THE 
COMPOSITION OF THE COMMITTEES. 


ALBANY, Feb, 14.—Speaker Patterson sub- 
mitted to the Assembly this morning his list of 
committees, As has been generally expected would 
be the case for a week past, Tammany Hall has 
been practically ignored in the make-up of these 
bodies. The Tammany Assemblymen. declare that 
Speaker Patterson has acted treacherously by them 
in declining to carry out the terms of the negotia- 
tions by which his election was secured, They 
add: “Now let the regular Democrats go ahead 
and elect their Clerk and other caucus nominees— 
if they can.” The principal demand made upon 
the Speaker by the Tammany leaders was the ap- 
pointment of three of their men upon:the Cities 
Committee. Only one—Mr. MoManus—was se- 
lected. The County Democracy has also been 
treated cayalierly in the selection of this committee, 
only one representative of that organization, 
Mr, Gideon, having been named. Col. Murphy, 
the Chairman, is not unacceptable to Tammany, 


however, for his pathies are believed to be 
With that hall, albeit he fs an Irving Hall represent- 
ative himself. Mr. Shanley, on the other hand, 
leans toward the County Democracy. Of the re- 
muining seven members of the committee, five are 
from the rural districts, while New-York and 
Brooklyn have each a Republican representative. 
The composition of the committee, as a whole, de- 
Stroys any hopes of charter legislation for New- 
York City which Mr. Kelly may have indulged in, 

On the Railroad Committee Tammany has re- 
veived recognition to the extentof two members, 
Major Haggerty and Mr. Patten, hardly enough, 
pernape, to care properly for those anti-monopoly 
nterests which were formerly championed by 
Tammany Hall, but which have been lost sight of 
altogether in her scramble of the last few weeks for 
patronage, Both the Chairman of this committee 
and Mr. C, 8. Baker, of Monroe, the latter particu- 
larly, have had much experience with railroad 
matters. Summed up, the recognition which the 
ammany obstructionists have received from the 
Speaker is as follows: One man on Ways and 
Means, one on Cities, two on Railroads, one on 
Commerce and Nayigation, two on Insurance, 
One on Banks, one on Internal Affairs, two on 
Public Health, one on Charitable and Re- 
ligious Societies, one on Militia, one on 
Claims, oze on Federal Relations, one on State 
Charitable Institutions, one on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, one on Tradeand Manufactures, one on Man- 
afacture of Salt, one on Public Lands, one on In- 
dian Affairs, one on the Petitions of Aliens, and 
two on Grievances. The Speaker seems to have 
been actuated by a sense of grim humor in 
making up this Committee on Grievances, 
for he plaeed Major Haggerty at its head 
and selected another Tammany man to keep him 
company. Old members of the Legislature, know- 
ing the importance and the insignifieance of the 
Various committees, will smile when thev see the 
Various places which are assigned the Tammany 
members.

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WORK IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

BILL8 AND RESOLUTIONS AFFECTING THE 
CITY—THE ELMIRA REFORMATORY. 
ALBANY, Feb, 14.—Bills relating to New- 
York matters were presented in the Assembly by 
Mr. Roosevelt providing for the election of Alder- 
men by Assembly, instead of as present by Senate, 
districts, and of one Alderman at Large, who shall 
be President of the board and shall be voted for 
throughout the City; by Mr. Sheehy, making it a 
misdemeanor for any employe of the Health De- 
partment to submit a false report or statement in re- 
gard to any building or real estate, with the intention 
of influencing the action of the Health Board there- 
on, the penalty, tojbe imprisonment for not less than 
one nor more than two years; by Mr. McManus, 
requiring Police Captains and Sergeants to accept 
bail in $200 in cases of arrest at night for violation 


of the Excise law, a refusal to so accept to consti- 
tute a misdemeanor; by Mr. Breen, defining “local 
authorities” in the general railroad act to mean the 
Mayor and Aldermen when applicable to the City 
of New-York. The last-named Dill is in the inter- 
est of certain capitalists who desire to build rapid 
transit roads in the annexed district. Mr. Breen 
made an unsuccessful effort te secure a third read- 
ing of his bill, which then went to the Railroads 
Committee, f 

Mr. Parker, of Albany, bad ‘a bill appropriating 
$250,000 of unexpended funds inthe hands of the 
State Controller for work on the State Capitol dur- 
ing the Winter and Spring. The urgency of legis- 
lative action in this matter was recited by Mr. 
Parker, who asked for the third reading of the bill. 
As objection was made to it a committee will now 
consider it. Another bill by Mr, Parker provides 
that any male citizen‘ 21 years of age, and of goo 
moral character, “* who shall have graduated with 
the degree of Bachelor of Laws from any 
duly organized law school or law department of 
any university or college within this State, pro- 
vided with a Faculty of Professors and lecturers, 
who givo regular instruction in the science an 
practice of the law, and whose rules require at- 
tendance upon such instruction for the term of 
two years of not less than eight months in each 
year, or attendance for one year of not less than 
nine months, in addition to the previous study 
of law forthe period of one year, as a condition 
precedent to such graduation as aforesaid, shall, 
on passing a 6 mpc ed examination, as herein- 
after provided, be entitled to admission to the Bar 
of this State as attorney and counselor at law, and 
licensed and authorized to practice as ruch in all 
the courts of this State.”’ On application of such 
person to the Supreme Court ata General Term 
the Standing Committee shall be directed 
to examine the applicant, or the court may appoint 
some other committee for the same purpose. A 
bill by Mr. Derrick, of Rensselaer, appropriates 
$75,000 for the erection of a State arsenal in the 
city of Troy. Bills by Mr. Farrar, of Onondaga, 
authorize school Trustees throughout the State to 
introduce sewing inthe public schools, and hus- 
bands to receive on the death of their wives one- 
third of the real estate, unless the will of the de- 
ceased wife otherwise provides. 

The following resolution, which was offered by 
Mr. Brooks, and was supported by ex-Goy. Alvord 
and Mr. Benedict, was adopted: 

Resolved, If the Senate concur, that in the face of 
the recent decision of United States Justice Biatch- 
ford that no tex can be collected in the form of 
head money by inspection for the hundreds 
of thousands of Immigrants landing from foreign 
ports in the harbor of New-York; and with 
the probability that the 460,000 landing there the 
past year may be increased by 60,000 in number 
during the present year, that our Senators and Rep- 
resentatives in Congress be most earnestly urged to 
pass some law to protect the State from the care and 
expense which belongs to the unwise and unjust im- 
portation of persons who, in many casea, are paupers, 
criminals, and lunatics, affiieted with disease and per 
manent physical and intellectual disability to secure 
their own support, either in the State or the country 
at large. 

The first debate of the session occurred over the 
resolution of Mr. Livingston, of Putnam, appoint- 
ing a special committee to investigate abuses al- 
leged to exist in the management of the Elmira 
Reformatory. Mr. Livingston caused to bo read 
an editorial from a New-York newspaper charg- 
ing that inhuman cruelties were practiced 
upon those who were so unfortunate as to 
be committed to the mercies of the brutal 
keepers of the institution. He then charged, upon 
information and belief, that the outrageous treat- 
ment of inmates had resulted in the killing of one 
of the keepers by a maddened victim; that the 
suicide of one inmate, whom he named, was due to 
confinement ina solitary cell from October until 
the following June, and to such repeated prac- 
tices as hanging him up by tho hands and 
deluging bim with water in the Winter 
months, and that, as a reputable physician had 
testified, the hemorrhage of lungs from which one 
of the prisoners was suffering was due to his hay- 
ing been knocked down and brutally kicked. Mr. 
Livingston called attention to the existence of a 
State law prohibiting corporal punishment 
and its violation by Superintendent Brock- 
way and his assistants in the Reforma- 
tory, and concluded by saying that his 
resolution of investigation had been presented at 
the personal request of Judge Cowing, of the Gen 
eral Sessions of New-York. Mr. McClelland, of 
New-York, declared that the revelations made on 
the trial of some of the inmates who had been 
driven to the commission of crime by the inhu- 
manity of keepers had horrified the people of the 
State. There were authentic cases where persons 
had taken their own lives rather than submit to a 
second term of imprisonment in the Reformatory. 
For at least three yeara now the attention of rep- 
resentatives of the Bench and Bar throughout the 
State had been directed to this institution by the 
recital of borrible stories of sufferings from those 
who had been confined within its walls. Mr. Tighe, 
of Kings, saia that none of the Judges of Brook- 
lyn would commit prisoners to this institution on 
account of these reports. 

Ex-Goyv. Alvord pooh-poohed these stories, and 
said that the management of the Reformatory was 
fn the hands of gentlemen above reproach. He 
was opposed to special committees being appoint- 
ed for especial purposes, and declare that 
in all his history the only result which 
he had ever seen accomplished by such 
committees was the expenditure of large 
sums of money. Mr. C. 8. Baker, of Monroe, 
agreed with himas tothe character of the man- 
agers of the Reformatory, He favored the resolu- 
tion, however, as one which was in the interest of 
the managers as well as the inmates who were un- 
der their charge. After some further discussion 
Mr. Livingston agreed not to press the resolution 


_toa yote, butto makeits subject matter the spe- 
‘olal order of business for next Tuesday’s session. 


The resolution of Mr. Van Allen, of New-York, 
requesting the Fire Commissioners of that City to 
report within 10 days what further legislation they 
deem necessary to protect life and property, was 
called up and adopted. A resolution by Mr. Breen, 
of New-York, constitutes the Mayor, Commission- 
er of Public Works, and President of the Board of 
Aldermen a commission to report to the House 
upon the necessity of providing a public park for 
the annexed district, (Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth Wards,) and the pores expense. Gen. 
Sharpe remarked that he should like to debate that 
resolution, and it went over underthe rules. ‘The 
‘same disposition was made of a resolution offered 
by Mr. Hickman, of Erie. appointing a special com- 
mittee of five to ascertain the number and amount 
of deposits in the savings banks of the State that 
bave remained undisturbed and without owner- 
ship for the last 20 years, 

Some of the Democrate manifested a desire to go 
into an election for Clerk, witha view to ascertain- 
ing how the Tammany men stood, after having 
listened to the list of committees. The idea was 
abandoned, however, until to-morrow.

The City cart has never been seen on this block to 
my knowledge, and the corner where there is a 
grocery is often as filthy as the most crowded 
down-town street. When an ordinance was passed 
some months since forbidding the mixture of gar- 
bage with the ashes [ immediately procured a zino 
pail for the refuse, but as no provision was made 
for collecting it we have been obliged to use the 
ash-barrel, as usual. Since the snow-fall no ash- 
cart has appeared in ourstreet. For the first few 
days we could not reasonably expect one, but now 
the street is passable, and the refuse {is accumulat- 
ing in areas and cellars day after day. One barrel 
is set upon the sidewalk as a sign of distress, only 
to be overhauled by the pickers and the ashes 
scattered. about, at night to be taken in again lest 
it should be maliciously upset.

SOUTHERN RAILWAY INTERESTS REPRESENT- 
KD IN THE NEW BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

The annual meeting of the Old Dominion 
Steam-ship Company was held yesterday at No. 
197 Greenwich-street. The stories which have 
flooded Wall-street during the past few weeks to 
the effect that the steam-ship company had been 
purchased by the Chesapeake and Oblio Railway 
Company lent special interest to the proceedings 
of the meeting. The election of Directors by the 
shareholders was linmediately followed by a meet- 
ing of the new board. The old Directors were re- 


elected with three exceptions. Messrs. Frederick 
Mead, Isaac Davenport, Jr., and Henderson Moore 
were retired to make room for C. P. Huntington, 
George F. Tyler. and John M. Robinson. The 
Directors re-elected were N. L. MeCready, Isaac 
Bell, John Bodine, Charles P. Fischer, Charles C. 
Stockley, and Edward D. Hitchens. The signiti- 
cance of the election of the Directors appears in 
the fact that Mr. C. P. Huntington is President of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway; Mr. Tyler is 
President of the Norfolk and Western, and Mr. 
Robinson is President of the Sea-board and 
Roanoke, the Raleizh and Gaston, and the 
Raleigh and Augusta Railroads. This combination 
of Soutbern railway interests tends to confirm 
much that bas been declared in prospect for the 
Old Dominion, but it certainly falls short of the 
main story which has been current, to the effect 
that the.Chesapeake and Ohio was to assume a sole 
proprietorship. ‘che new Board of Directors 
promptly re-elected the old officers, making N. L. 
McCready President, Isaao Bell Vice-President, 
William H. Stanford Secretary, and W. L. Guil- 
lauden Assistant Secretary. It was offi 
cially declared that there was to be no 
change in tho management of the com- 
pany aside from the broadening of its 
policy and that extension of business which must 
come from the new close combination with the 
Southern railways. The annual report submitted 
was not made public, but it was spoken of by in- 
siders as “perfectly satisfactory.’ A letter was 
read from John Roach reporting that the two 
three-deck steamers in course of construction at 
Chester would be ready for service by March 10. 
One has been launched. These boats are of 2,400 
tons each, and are intended for the “general 
service.’ Two smaller ones are being built at 
Greenpoint. They are intended for use between 
Norfolk and Newport News, the latter point being 
the sea-board terminus of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Kailway.

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THE PROPOSED CONGRESS OOR: 
DIALLY COMMENDED. 

THE INVITATIONS TO MEXICO, VENEZUELA, 
AND GUATEMALA-—-NO RESPONSE FROM 
MEXICO—-THE EMBARRASSMENTS OF THE 
CENTRAL AMERICAN sTATES— VENE- 
ZUELA ACCEPTS. 

WasuHinoTon, Feb, 14.—The following let- 
ters were included in the diplomatic correspond- 
ence sent to the Senate this afternoon: 


THE INVITATION TO MEXICO, 


LxGaTION oF THE Unitep STArEs, ' 
Mexico, Jan. 4, 1882, 

Sm: On the receipt of department dispatch No. 
199, Noy. 29, I addressed a note to Seflior Mariscal 
= him to appoint a day and hour upon which 
I could read it to him. A copy of my note I inclose, 
Sefior Mariscal replied that he would receive 
me at the Foreign Office on_ Friday, 
the 16th inst. <A translation of his note 
I inclose. J kept the appointment, read to him 
your dispatch, and left with him a copy 
thereof, | also, inaseparate note, conveyed to 
the President of Mexico, through the Foreign Sec- 
retary, the formal invitation of the President of 
the United States to name two Commissioners to 
the congress of the independent countries of North 
and South America to be held at the city of Wash- 
ington on the 4th day of November, 1882. A 
copy of my note I inclose. Sefior Mariscal 
informed me that he should lay the matter before 
the President, and promised an early reply to the 
invitation. On the 22d of December I received 
your dispatch |No, 201 of the ist of December, in 
which you inform me_that there was an error of 
date in your dispatch No, 199 of the Ist of Decem- 
ber, and that the 22d of November, 1882, should be 
substituted for 24th. This correction I made ina 
note to Sefior Meriscal on the 22d of December, 
1881, a copy whereof Iinclose. The receipt of this 
note Sefior Mariscal acknowledged on the 22d of 
December, -1881. A translation of his note I in- 
close. On the 29th of December I received your 
dispatch No. 202 of the 8d of December. 

In an interview which I bad of Seiior Mariscal, I 
stated to him that the proposed Congress was to 
be held under the auspicesof the United States, 
and that the Commissioners appointed thereto 
would be at no expense, except for their own 
maintenance, while in attendance upon the session 
thereof. The opportunity presented itself for me 
to suggest that it would be advisable that one at 
least of the Commissioners to be appointed 
should be acquainted with the English language, 
and I took advantage of it. Sefior Mariscal said 
that he supposed that the Mexiean Minister at 
Washington and some one from Mexico would be 
appointed. He did not, however, inform me 
that his Government had determined upon 
sending any Commissioners, To avoid any 
possible misapprehension on the part of 
the Mexican Government as to the purpose of 
the United States in respect of the expenses of the 
prooens’ congress, I deemed it proper to address 
nim a note upon the subject, which [ did on the 
8d of January, a copy whereof I inclose. You will 
observe that it isan extracct from your dispatch 
No, 202, More than a fortnight having expired 
since my interview with Sefior Mariscal, and not 
having received any communication from him 
upon the subject, I have considered it proper to 
inform you of what has taken place.

Str: Referring to the interview which I have 
this day bad of your Excellency, and to the copy of 
the dispatch: to me from the Secretary of State, 
under date 29th of November last, which I 
have handed to you, I now, in the name of the 
President of the United States, tender through 
you to his Excellency the President of 
the Mexican Republis a formal  inyvita- 
tion to send two Commissioners to _ the 
general congress of ail the independent 
countries of North and South America, to be held 
in the city of Washington on the 4th day of Novem- 
ber, 1882, for the purpose of considering and desig- 
nating the metnods of preventing war between the 
nations of America; the two Commissioners to 
the congress to be provided with such powers 
and instructions on behalf of the Mexican 
Government as will enable them toconsider the 
questions brought before that body within the 
limits contemplated by this invitation, as fully set 
forth In the dispatch, a copy of which I have fur- 
nished you with, and to this invitation I would re- 
spectfully intimate that as prompt an answer may 
be given as the just consideration of soimportant a 
proposition will permit. lam, &c.,

Then follow two inclosures, the first containing 
a correction of an error in the date of the meeting 
of the congress, and the latter acknowledging re- 
ceipt of the former. Under date of Jan. 3, 1882, 
Mr, Morgan informs Sefor Mariscal that it 
is proposed the congress shall be held 
under the auspices of the Government of 
the United States, which will supply a suitable 
hall for the meeting of the Commissioners, will take 
charge of all necessary arrangements, and at its 
own expense will meet allthe material require- 
ments of the congress, reporting and interpreting 
the proceedings and printing the resultant proto- 
cols in Spanish and English for the use of all. 
Secretaries, cierks, and copyists understanding 
both Janguages will be provided and paid by 
the United States, no expense being left to the in 
vited eountries except the maintenance of their 
own Commissioners. 

VENEZUELA’S ACCEPTANCE. 

Under date of Caracas, Jan. 1f, 1882, Mr. Carter 
informs Mr. Frelinghuysen that on Dec. 23,in a 
personal interview, he suggested to the Minister of 
Exterior Relations of Venezuela “the desirable- 
ness of a congress of the independent States of 
North and South America, with a view of devis- 
ing some method by which controversies arising 
among them from any cause could be satisfactorily 
adjusted otherwise than by a resort to force, so as 
to avert the evils of war, and informed him that I 
had recelyed a communication upon this subject 
from the Secretary of State which I was in- 
structed to read to him. He promptly replied that 
such a measure was in harmony with tne 
policy of Venezuela, heretofore; that he had no 
doubt that the President of the republie would 
heartily co-operate in such a movement. On 
Dec, 29 ultimo, I read the dispatch of Mr. Sec- 
retary Blaine, of Noy. 29, to the Minister 
of Exterior Relations, and the same day 
addressed.a communication to him, covering a 
copy of dispatch No. 18, end formally, in the name 
of the President of the United States, invited 
tbe President of the republic to desig- 
nate two Commissioners who should repre- 
sent Venezuela in the proposed peace congress, 
Under the authorization of the department's No. 
19 I indicated in the copy of No. 18 (furnished the 
Ministers) Nov. 22, 1882, as the day upon which the 
congress would convene. On Dec. 80 I submitted 
to the Minister the practical suegestions relative 
to the conduct of the congress contained in de- 
partment dispatch No, 20, and at his request, on 
Jan, 21 embodied these suggestions in aletter. Of 
my own motion I iatimated it would be expedi- 
ent that at least one of the Commissioners should 
understand the English language, to whieh he 
responded that both of the representatives 
of Venezuela should be familiar with the 
Engish language, and that the appointments 
would be made in part with reference to 
this end.”

dations of bis Excellency President John Q. 
Adams; commends most heartily the disinterested 
and successful efforts of the United States 
to compose and remove by peaceful 
agencies the difficulties heretofore arising 
between the Spanish-American republics and 
the liberal, equal, and just terms upon which she 
now acts; asks the co-operation of all the inde- 
pendent American States in perfecting the work of 
peace and fraternity, and concludes by de- 
claring that the President of Venezuela accepts 
with pleasure the invitation of his Excellency 
the President of the United States, and will in due 
form designate two Commissioners furnished with 
needful powers ard instructions, who shall repre- 
sent Venezuela in the peace congress to convene 
at Washington on Nov. 22, 188%. On the samo day 
and of the same date lreceived from the Com- 
missioner In writing a response to my letter 
of 2d inst., in which he expresses’ ap- 
proval of the practical suggestions submitred 
and commends the liberality and thoughtfulness of 
the Government of the United States in undertak- 
ing to furnish a suitable hall for the meeting of the 
Commissioners. The enthusiasm and earnestness 
with which this humane measure of the Govern- 
ment of the United States has been met by this 
Government is most gratifying, and the sincerity of 
ewe fooling and purpose manifested cannot be ques- 

oned. 

“Underidatetof Caracas, Dec. 29, Mr. Carter for- 
mally informs Sefior Sirjas that the President of 
the United States contemplates the formation of a 

eace congress, as deseribed, and incloses to him, 

n response to his solicitation a copy of Mr. 
Blaine’s letter (previously read to him) 
stating the objects and character of the 
congress." He eoncludes: “TI now, in the name 
of the President of the United States of America, 
have the honor, through you, to invite his Excel- 
lency the President of the United States of Vene- 
zuela to designate two Commissioners, provided 
with the powers and instructions #necessary 
in the premises, who shall represent the re- 
public of Venezuela in the peace congress to 
convene in the place and at the time herein 
indicated, and I respectfully solicit as early a re- 
sponse to this communication as may be compati- 
bie with the gravity and importance of the subject 
with which it deals.” Under date of 
Caracas, Jan. 7, Seiior Seijas, in response 
to Mr. Carter’s communication of Dec. 29, 
acknowledges receipt of the invitation, 
with its accom ryt 2 explanatory letter from Mr. 
Blaine, states that he has submitted it to the Presi- 
dent of the Republic, and adds: “After the illus- 
trious American had heard the reading of both 
communications he esteemed the conception that 
they conveyed as great and worthy of being ac- 
cepted with enthusiasm by all the Spanish-American 
republics, for this idea isin the lineof their wishes 
ana coincides with the one that inspired Bolivar in 
the formation of the congress at Panama, so 
warmly applauded by the President of the United 
States, Br. John Q. Adams, It is certainiy a source 
of satisfaction that the first Republic of the 
world, loyal to her noble antecedents, (in view 
of the growing tendencies of these countries to 
look to arbitration, and not to arms, for the 


solution of international difficulties and to con- 
auder as their friend and mediator, ahould. after

having interposed on various occasions her 
Offices and succeeded in preventing conflicts or 
putting an end to those stent without preten- 
sions of dictatorship, and solely as a proof of com- 
mon friendship, inspired only by considerations 
of philanthropy and civilization, take charge 
of a matter which concerns mainly the other 
countries of the Western continent, and should 
utilize the great influence derived from her im- 
mense progress and wealth to prevent the hor- 
rible calamities of war between brethren, and 
should consent to preside over the delib- 
erations of a peace congress that pro- 
poses to devise the means of ending future 
disagreement without an appeal to war. And this 
satisfaction Increases when contemplating the 
United States, acting in a manner that saves inde- 
pendence and other attributes of sovereignty, es- 
pecially the equality between her and the nations by 
which the congress is to be formed, in offering 
and employing all her influence in harmonizing 
whatever integrity or interest may exist between 
the States which answer to this call, and even 
assuming the expenses for the inauguration 
of the congress, &c., as your Excellency has 
informed me in your note of later date, 
So exalted a conception bears with it the assurance 
of its accomplishment by the influence of the 
Government which underfakes to carry it into ef- 
fect. So there is sufficient ground te hope that on 
this occasion the efforts for the suppression 
of war between the countries of the American 
continent will mot be frustrated. If this is 
attained, the example will extend its influence 
to the other hemisphere, and the world will 
behold the disappearance of this calamity and 
will establish in its place, for the comfort 
of humanity and as an evident mark of progress, 
practices of love for the lives and property of men 
linked by fraternal intercourse. It is designed 
to put in practice the same idea that was 
in the Venezuelan mind when, after April 19, 1810, 
and as a heroic cry for claiming their inde- 
pendence, they repeated the words, ‘Hail to 
free America.’ t is that profession which 
the immortal Bolivar, when in the midst 
of a war to the death, addressed to the 
Argentines when he Snvited them to a fraternal 
embrace on the top of the Andes, in the centre of 
the continent, on the day of the last victory. 
It is that thought which Bolivar con- 
ceived as the compliment of the work of 
independence and for the realization of which 
he convoked in 1825 the congress at Panama. 
It is finally the Juminous design for which 
afterward other continental congresses were 
convened, among them the one of Lima 
in 1864, at which Venezuela assisted. 
The President of the republic whieh has had occa- 
sion for appreciating the good-will and mediation 
of the United States in her behalf, and which 
hopes all from a solid and permanent 
peace between the countries of America, accepts 
with pleasure the invitation to the peace congress 
at Washington, and in due time he will designate 
the two Commissioners for Venezuela, providing 
them with the needful powers and instructions.”

MINISTER LOGAN’S RESPONSE. 


GuatTemata City, Dec. 16, 1881. 

Sim: The present mail brings me your highly im- 
portant dispatch, No. 179, under date of Dec, 1, in- 
viting the republics of North end South America 
“to participate In a general congress to be held in 
the city of Washington on the 22d day of Novem- 
ber, 1882, forthe purpose of considering and dis- 
cussing the metnods of preventing war between 
the nations of America.’’ I have earnestly con- 
sidered the best method of laying the subject be- 
fore and bringing about the unanimous co-op- 
eration of tne eountries to which [ am ac- 
credited. I shall hope to accomplish the lat- 
ter purpose, but the affair must be managed 
with some diseretion. In the first place, three of 
the five States are determined to accomplish the 
union of all under one Government. These three 
States, at the least Guatemala, Salvador, and Hon- 
duras, and, perbaps, Costa Rica also, may consider 
the invitation as a practical, if not intended, defeat 
of thelr purposes. In the second place, great cir- 
cumspection will be necessary as to the method of 
bringing the subject before them, in order to sup- 
press all charges of preference or partiality. With 
this end in view, it seems to me the wiser plan to 
communicate the invitation, with your dispatch 
upon the subject, and also an appropriate note 
from myself, eaeh of even date, to all of the differ- 
ent Governments through the general mails, and to 
follow the communication with a personal visit to 
each capital, as rapidly made as possible, in order 
to add such arguments as I may be able to present. 

From a full review of the situation, as hereto- 
fore detailed to you, J am not clear as to being 
able to obtain the genuine co-operetion of all the 
States of Central America in the proposed con- 
gress. Each, I have no doubt, will ultimately 
agree to send tie specified number of Commission-

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TROUBLE AT THE PULLMAN VAR SHOPS. 

CuHIcAGO, Feb. 14.--The determination of 
the Pullman car authorities at Pullman that the 
workmen at their shops should pay10 cents a day 
for rides from and to Chicago while going to and 
coming from work, has aroused a decided feeling 
of hostility. Heretofore trarmsportation has been 


furnished free to the employes at an expense 
of $8,000 a month, and it was held by the 
company that the employes should share half of 
the expense. ‘To-day, when the company an- 
nounced the pay system, the carpenters and 
painters immediately struck, and, gathering sev- 
eral hundred allies, repaired to the market square 
and held an orderly meeting. Several speeches 
were made and a committee was appointed 
who waited on the manager. fie met 
them kindly and frankly, but told 
them that there was little likelihood of the com- 
pany receding from its position on the fare ques- 
tion, though willing to oblige the men on ali other 
oints. He said the company had already paid out 
$200,000 for the transportation of its em- 
ployes, and was willing still to ay half 
the cost. The result of the interview was 
reported to the meeting, which forthwith 
decided on a general strike unless Mr. Johnson, of 
the Pullman Company, would rescind the fare 
order. The mem agreed to form a union in any 
event. To-morrow's developments will probably 
determine whether a strike shall ensue.

A CONDEMNED . WIFE-MURDERER MARRIED 


TO AN INFATUATED YOUNG WOMAN 


WHILE UNDER A TEN YEARS’ SENTENCE. 
From the San Francisco Alta,’Feb, 3. 

About 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon a young 
lady named Mary E. Willis, a blonde of prepossess- 
ing appearance and 24 years of age, applied at the 
County Clerk’s office for a marriage license permit- 
ting her to marry George C, Gottung, who, only 
two hours before, had been sentenced toservea 
term of 10 years in the State prison at San Quentin 
for the murder of his wife. About the same time 
Justice Pennie was called out of his court-room to 
go to the County Jail to perform the mar- 
riage ceremony, and half an hour later 
the jail coor was opened in answer to 
a knock to admit, on a permit from the Sheriff, 


“Judge Pennie, Mr. Gottung. (a brother of 
the groom,)and Miss Mary E. Willis.” The trio 
were taken to the reception-room, where they ex- 
pressed a desire to see George C. Gottung, and ex- 
plained the object of their visit. Cell No. 25, where- 
in Gottung was confined, was opened, and the 
party proceeded to cell No. 1, where Justice Pennie 
united the couple, the only witness present being 
the groom's brother. After an hour’s conversation 
the newly made wife and her brother-in-law left 
the jail and Gottung was locked up in his cell. 
Gottung is seven years the senior of his bride, and 
by good behavior may be releasea in about seven 
years. 

Mary E. Willis is the daughter of Robert Willis, 
a house painter, residing at No. 1,718 Leavenworth- 
street. She has been foralong time a member of 
the Woman’s Fruit and Flower Mission, and was a 
frequent visitor to the County Jail, where she went 
for the purpose of laboring for the welfare of the 
prisoners. While in this work she became ac- 
quainted with Gottung, and took a great interest 
in him. The frequency of her visits increased, and 
it soon became apparént that between the two 
had sprung up a strong attachment, reports of 
which finally reached the ears of the young 
lady’s father, who tried to dissuade her against 
yielding to an _ infatuation that could result 
in no good. But as she was of age and 
had a will of her own, the visits instead of decreas- 
ing became even more frequent and of longer dura- 
tion. The father tried to induce the jail officials 
to refuse her admission, but as they seemed to 
think they had no right to comply with the request 
he finally submitted to the inevitable, hoping for 
the best. The resuit is that the infatuated girl bas 
—unless the ceremony was void by reason of the 
outlawry of the groom—been married to a man 
under a 10 years’ sentence for the killing of his 
former wife by stabbing her in a beer saloon at 
North Besch, 

It is reported that Mr. Willis has hopes that the 
marriage of his daughter with Gottung is nall and 
void under section 673 of the Pena! Code, which 
says: ‘A sentence of imprisonment in a State 
prison for any term less than life suspends all civil 
rights} of the person so sentenced, and forfeits 
all public offices and all private trusts, authority, or 
power during such imprisonment.’’ The limita- 
tions on civil death extend to retaining the compe- 
tency of the prisoner as a witness and his capacity 
to make or acknowledge 4 sale or conveyance of 
property. The deprivation of all other civil rights 
is supposed to amount to an incapaeitation to make 
an agreement of marriage, or if made before sen- 
tence, then to execute it after sentence.

COMBUSTIBLE SHALE NZAR FORT BAX- 
DALL, 
From the Sioux City owe) Journal. 

Frank Alexander, one of the proprietors of 
the inflammable shale mine lately discovered in 
Charles, Mix County, in answer to a question about 
the mine, said that the burning qualities of the rock 
were discovered by a piece thrown out by a blast 
falling into a fire which the workmen had near the 
mouth of the shaft. The shaft was sunk in search 
efcoal. This was about three weeksago. Some. 
of the shale had been tried in coal stoves at Bon 
Homme and worked well. A pile of some three 


bus hels of the stuff was set fon fire out of doors 
and burned freely. There were live embers left 
24 hours after the fire was kindled. Mr. 
Alexander said that on his return a wagon- 
load of this new fuel would be hauled to 
Plankington, on the Milwaukee road, where it 
will be tested as fuel for engines. The shaft where 
the shale is found is a ravine within a few rods of 
the river. The shale is found 36 feet from the sur- 
face. Over itisarvofof slate, and under a block 
of earth that is neither clay norloam. The bed of 
shale could be traced along the river bluff for sey- 
eral miles, but, excepting in one place, was not as 
thick as where found in the shaft. A piece of the 
shale about as big as a hickory-nut had been tried 
in aretort by a Yankton scientist, and found to 
contain three drops of petroleum. The inflamma- 
ble property of the shale came from this oil. It 
will be remembered that a little ofl was found in 
the artesian well at this city when the shale was 
being penetrated, and the same was noticed at 
Yankton and Ponca. A small piece of the shale 
which Mr. Alexander had in his pocket was shown 
the reporter. It looked gray and gritless, like 
common shale, only it had a greasy look and touch 
something like caunel coal. The only foreign min- 
eral that showed were specks of iron pyrites. Fur- 
ther tests of this interesting fuel will be awaited 
with interest.

Str: I have the honor to acknowledge the receip? 
of Senate bill No. 976. My opinion is asked as to 
the propriety and necessity of the passage of it. It 
proposes to punish as a misdemeanor the willfu 
violation by certain persons designated therein o 
a statute of the United States named in the bill. 
There can be but one opinion, and that afirmative, 
that it should be declared an offense against tha 
criminal law to willfully violatea public statute that 
prohibits the doing of an act hedd by the Legislature 
to be reprehensible. Ishould have supposed that 
there exist®d a generai statute making a misde- 
meanor of the willful violation of any prohibitory 
law, but an examination of the Revised Statutes, 
cursory, I confess, does not disclose one. Hence, | 
readily state that the passage of the bill intoa law 
is proper. Whether there is a present necessity 
for the passage of the bill depends upon whethes 
there are — violations of the statute named 
in the bill, and this depends upon facts which, 
though they ere to some extent in the possessiou 
of this department, present mixed questions of 
law and fact. That the certification of checks is 
done to a large extent by the persons designated 
in the bill there is no doubt. If that certification ig 
a violation of the statute, there is a necessity for 
the bill. It will be found, however, that it is done 
under such arrangements or agreements as are 
deemed by the banks and their counsel to bring 
the act of certification into harmony with the letter 
of the stutute. If that be trve, then the bare en- 
actment by Congress that a willful violation of the 
statute shall be a misdemeanor would not bring 
about any practical result, and there is no presen? 
necessity for the passage of it. : 

I apprehend that the bill submitted tome will 
not effect the object of the bonorable Senator whe 
framed and introduced it. The question wilil still 
remain after the passage of the bill: Are the prac- 
tices of the banks willful violations of the statute? 
This will be a question for a jury under the ruling 
of the trial court, and it is easy to foresee that nos 
much will be effected. In my judgment, there 
should be inquiry into the arrangements by and 
under which the certifications are effected, and if 
those arrangements and acts of certification un- 
der them are looked upon as reprehensible, a bili 
should be framed that will define what particular 
things shall be deemed violations of the law, and 
they, if willful, be declared misdemeanors, I sup 
pose that I am not asked or expected to say anys 
thing upon the general policy involved in the bill.

THE CHARGES AGAINST GEN. CARR DISMISSED

FEDERAL COURTS IN NEW-YORK. 

WaSHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Mr. Robinson, of 
Massachusetts, was also instructed to-day by ths 
Judiciary Committee to report a substitute for Mr.

HE DIVERSITY OF INTERESTS IN 
THE TRADE. 

HE PROFIT ON THR BESSEMER MANUFAC- 
TURES—WHAT HIGH DUTIES HAVE DONE 
FOR THE IRON RAIL MEN—THE MANY 
SIDES OF THE TARIFF QUESTION.- 

Puortapetpara, Feb. 13.—Your corre- 


spondent is not surprised at the various ex- 
pressions of opinion drawn forth by his com- 
munication from Philadelphia, published in 
THE Tiuzs of Feb. 6; relating to the iron in- 
terests of Pennsylvania, and mors particularly 
in regard to Bessemer steel production. It 
is quite natural that the makers of Bessemer 
steel would not like to have the public ac- 
quainted with what have been their profits, 
hor the fact how their special interests have 
been materially strengthened by a high tariff. 

Having assumed the ground that there never 
can exist a high protective duty levied ons 
general class of products which does not give 
enormous benefits to one set of mento the 
detriment of another, the very interesting 
correspondence which has been addressed to 
Tr Times exactly shows the Civersity of 
interests, Each writer has his own par- 
ticular “row to hoe.’ The party who 
wants to import the Bessemer bloom and 
make his own rail has his special idea; the 
steel wire maker has another, the cotton tie 
consumer something else, while those who work 
under the late Bessemer patent have their pecu- 
liar idiosyncrasies. It must be apparent that in 
time these differences will become greater. 
Either there must be the triumph of one party, 
the extinction of the other, or a remedy must 
come through an entire change in the policy 
of the Government, so that allthe makers of 
tron and steel should have the same chanee. I 
cannot see how it can be otherwise than that 
this change must occur. The excessive protec- 
tion of to-day will have to be pared down. It is 
not my intention to theorize on this subject, 
out to present as clearly as I can the facts in 
regard to the business. Any one save the 
person whose judgment is warped by his indi- 
vidual interests can draw his deductions. 

Iam obliged to take note of a most intelli- 
gent correspondent, and I am led to suppose 
that he represents a Bessemer steel interest. 
He is not inclined to accept the statement made 
that $15 is the profit per ton on Bessemer steel 
rals. Examining with a good deal of attention 
the average profits of production, having gone 
to considerable trouble to find what was the 
opinion: of leading experts not interested 
themselves in Ressemer steel, they all concur 
with me as to the $15. Taking the smaller 
and larger mills, well-managed works, with 
those under local disadvantages, I can see no 
reason why my figure should be changed. The 
estimated profit of $15 is based upon a selling 
value of $60 for steel rails anda cost of $24 
for Bessemer pig. These prices were the rul- 
ing ones for several months past. Quite re- 
cently I learn that sales have been made of a 
large line, not less than 50,000 tons, at 855, 
“eee Se sma]} lots are still sold at from $58 to 
$09, This question of profit, always a difficult 
one to determine, I should like to establish. I 
will have to go back to 1879. Then steel rails 
were sold at $40 per ton. I think $389 was 
reached once, and Bessemer pig fetched $22 a 
ton. To-day rail is worth, say, $55, and the 

tice of pig is $26. If the mills made no loss in 

879 what are they doing now? 

There can be no doubt that the high duty 
on steel rails, with the big price they have been 
sold for, has prolonged the life of the iron rail 
man, but, as a correspondent justly says, their 
(the iron rail men’s) time has come, and it is 
this fact that creates such a feeling toward 
the McKinley bill, as they believe it to be an 
attempt to smother all the life out of them in 
the future, I take it for granted that the trade 
knows that no foreign blooms for making into 
rails or for any purpose other than tires 
were imported prior to 1879. Before that 
time the Bessemer rail mills at home were 
occasionally induced to sell blooms in small 
quantities to works using them for purposes 
other than rails. Theso blooms were sold at 
very high prices, and in some cases at an ad- 
vancé on the figures obtained for the rail, al- 
though the rail really would be worth more, 
being a product from the bloom. The disin- 
clination to sell blooms to outsiders, or if sold 
to hold them at excessive figures, must have 
induced the first importation of blooms in 
1579, which importations have been kept up to 
a greater or less extent to the present moment, 


many of the Bessemer rail makers getting a | 


portion of their stock ready made from 
abroad. There was profit to them in the out- 
put, because their rolling capacity was greater 
than their converting process. In other words, 
the bulk of finished product increased profit. 

,, Jn endeavoring to understand the subject in 
lis detail, I find that some time ago a rail mill 
in this State wrote to all the makers of steel 
blooms in the country, wishing to buy and 
asking for quotations. This special mill had 
been making steel rails and was anxious to 
continue work. The query received no favor- 
able responses, There was a refusal to give 
any figures. The answer generally was that 
there was no productto sell. Fearing, then, 
s0m6 complications which might possibly arise 
from the McKinley bill, this concern had to 
retire from business, and from late accounts 
have shut up their mill and are now awaiting 
results. Makers of steel rails from the import- 
ed blooms can, then, hardly see the benefits of 
protection. If they are willing to pay 45 per 
cent. ad valorem as the law now stands on steel 
blooms, as prudent men they cannot afford to 
run the risk of legislation, which they have 
every reason to suspect will be shaped to the 
interests of the Bessemer steel makers. 

It has been suggested to me, as an example 
of the diversity of interest, that if the duty 
on steel rails were reduced to any extent the 
American steel rail makers would then be de- 
sirous of having a reduction on pig-iron. If 
they were successful in this move, this 
would, of course, cheapen the imported ma- 
terial, and then we would have a howl 
from the pig men, who would oppose 
such a reduction tooth and nail. To verify 
the statement of a steel rail manufacturer in 
regard to the Bessemer patent I have endea- 
vored to procure what information I could. I 
regret that I cannot furnish it to-day, but it 
will be presented shortly. One thing I have 
ascertained is that the syndicate hoiding the 
original Bessemer patents, that corporation 
known as ‘*‘ The Bessemer Company, Limited,” 
are exceedingly —? of giving the least pos- 
zible information. know that they bought 
about a year ago the Thomas Gilchrist patent 
for this country, paying for it a sum not 
less than $150,000, This patent was bought 
in order to prepare for the time when 
their product would be forcibly cheaper. 
Under this patent irons high in sjlicon and 
phosphorus, which are both cheap and com- 
mon, can be used. Bolckow, Vaughan & Co., 
of Middlesborough, England, use this process 
to-day with great advantage. The practical 
effects of the Bessemer patent, as Mr. Schoen- 
hof states, are quite as effective to-day as ever. 
It will surprise readers not familiar with the 
business to learn that a complete Bessemer 

lant takes some eighteen months at the least 
erect. 

I must again repeat that the tenor of this 
communication is not directed against a 

atent right. As bas been before stated, the 
ngenuity of a single man or set of men 
who cheapen any product is worthy of a 
high reward. This remuneration, as far as 
money goes, has been munificent, Sir Henry 
Bessemer has made more out of his patent 
than any other individual that ever lived out of 
an invention. He has solved the question of 
cheap transportation. But is it common sense 
that, in addition to the natural rewards the 
law has granted to an invention in the D pv. 
every man, woman, and child should be 
forced by the Government to pay to-day their 
quote. toward keeping up the price of a product 
beyond its actual value?

DR. JOHN LORD ON HOSES.

THE FIRST OF A SERIES OF MORNING LEC- 
TURES IN CHICKERING TALL. 


Dr. John Lord began the first of aseries of 
historical lectures at 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
in Chickering Hall, his subject being ‘‘ Moses.” 
One of the most fashionable and cultured audiences 
that ever assembled in that hall greeted the leo- 
turer and was deeply interested in what he said. 
A majority of his hearers were ladies who came in 
their private conveyances. After a brief history of 
Moses, Dr. Lord said: “His moral code is of the 
most importance, and rests on the fundamental 
principles of morality, and has been generally ac- 
cepted as the basis of moral obligation. The pri- 
mary principle of this code iz the sin of idolatry 
and the recognition ot the one God who created 
and rules the world. It 1s the publication of all 
natural religion that God is, and that to Him, as a 
personal and almighty deity, every created being is 
personally responsible. He does not reason. He 
affirms, and asserts his insplration from this Je- 
hovah, and appeals to universal consciousness, 
The second part of, his code is more minute, 
and has referenee especially to the general du- 
ties which men owe to each other, but these 


are based on the immutable principles of virtue, and 
have been generally accepted, and have ever 
formed the basis of legislation in Christian coun- 
tries, as seen especially in the laws of Charlemagne, 
of Alfred, and of the Puritans. What he says in re- 
gard to the relations of master and slave, to re- 
spect of parents, to the protection of the widow 
and the defenseless, to the condition of women, 
to unjust judgment, to bribery and corruption, to 
revenge and hatred ard malice, to falsehood and 
tale-bearing, to unchastity, theft, murder, and 
adultery, has never been gainsaid. The elevated 
morality of the ethical code is its most 
striking feature, since it appeals to consciousness 
and does not conflict with the higher teachings of 
the great lights of all the ages. The other laws 
are ceremonial and ritualistic, designed to keep 
the Jews in an isolated state and true to the wor- 
ship of Jehovah. The service he decreed is impos- 
ing, complicated, beautiful, and attractive, so that 
it made up for allother amusements and specta- 
cles. It answered the same purpose that cathe- 
drat worship did in the Middle Ages, for there is 
nothing absurd in ritualism among superstitious 
people moved only through the senses. It was the 
wisdom of the Middle Ages, but itis not one of 
the peculiarities of enlightened ages. 

In the ritual which Moses established, con- 
tinued Dr. Lord, there was the absence of every- 
thing which would recall the superstition and 
even the doctrines of the Egyptians. In view of 
this we partially aceount for the studied reticence 
in respect toa future state around which hinged 
many of the peculiarities of Egyptian worship. 
The comparative silence of the Old Testament 
about immortality is one of its most impressive 
mysteries. There is more said in the writings of 
Plato and Cicero about immortality thanin the 
whole of the Old Testament, and this fact is so re- 
markable that some traee to the sages of Greece 
aud Egypt the _ doctrine itself, as  ordi- 
narily vunderstood—that is, the necessa- 
ry existence of the soul after death. 
But if immortality be a necessary existence, as 
Socrates supposed, rather than a gift, then the 
heathen philosophers have speculated more pro- 
foundly than the patriarchs of the East on this 
mysterious subject. But are we to suppose that 
Socrates did have more profound notions than 
Moses? If not, it is probable than the doctrine 
was so firmly implanted in the Jewish mind that 
there was no need to dwell upon it. The civil code 
of Moses scems to have had primary reference to 
the necessary isolation of the Jews, to keep 
them from the abominations of other na- 
tions, and even to make them _ repul- 
sive and grotesque. But there was marvelous 
wisdom in those regulations which were directed 
to the development of national resources. The 
nation, too, was made strong for defense, not 
offense. Hence it must depend on its militia, and 
not upon horses and chariots. The legislation of 
Moses recognized the veaceful virtues—manufac- 
turing industry, the network of trades, and pro- 
fessions. He discouraged commerce, not because 
it was demoralizing, but because it brought the 
Jews into contact with other nations, and he 
recognized the sovereignty of the people as the 
ultimate source of political power. He also sepa- 
rated the functions of the priest from those of the 
magistrate, as Calvin did in Geneva—so different 
from the polity of Egypt, where priests were kings 
and kings were priests. There was also creat hu- 
manity in his code, especially in reference to slaves 
—emancipated every 50 years. 

In conclusion, the lecturer said that history will 
not support the work of Moses asa wonder of 
mere human intellect without ignoring the declara- 
tions of Moses himself. If we disbelleve his state- 


; ment that the Almighty aid direct him what to say 


we cannot believe his other statements and he is 
no authority. If he was not directly inspired then 
it follows that this man—the greatest in Jew- 
ish history and famed for wisdom—was an impos- 
tor oran enthusiast, and that the whole Jewish 
nation, yea, Christ and Paul, were also mistaken as 
to his divine legation. And hence thatthe miracles 
by which his legation was supported have no firm 
foundation, and a belief in them is superstition. 
And, consequently, all supernaturalism falls to the 
ground. And there is no foundation for those very 
things to which we wish to cling, like immortality 
and happiness after death, since these rest on the 
very testimony which is denied, and hence a swing- 
ing back to paganism and all the dreary despair 
which marked the old pagan world. Dr. Lora 
ciosed his lecture by an enumeration and dissec- 
tion of the character and virtues of Moses and by 
reciting the beautiful poetry of Mrs. Alexander as 
to the burial of Moses. The next leeture—to-mor- 
row morning—will be on Socrates,

FISH CULTURE. 
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PROPAGATION OF CODFISH—THE FISH-CUL- 
TURAL ASSOCIATION, 


The first practical attempt to take the spawn 
from live codfish and impregnate it for hatching 
at Fulton Market was made yesterday under the 
supervision of State Fish Commissioner Eugene G. 
Blackford, and the experiment was as successful 


as could be expected at this late season. The first 
artificial propagation of the cod ona large scale 
was made at Gloucester in 1878, and as this fish is 
very scarce in the waters of Chesapeake Bay, Prof. 
Baird, of the United States Fish Commission, con- 
ceived the project of stocking them, believing that 
the fish could be made to stayin the more south- 
ern latitudes. It is well known that the cod pre- 
fers cold water, but it is also a fact that it returns 
to its native place tospawn. Prof. Baird’s idea 
wasto take live fish from this City and deposit 
them at the mouth of the Chesapeake Bay at 
the spawning season, and he believed that 
the young fish would return there upon 
reaching maturity. He communicated with 
Mr. Blackford, who suggested that the eggs be 
taken fromthe fish here, impregnated with the 
milt of the male, artificially hatched, and the 
young fish placed in the more southern waters. 
This suggestion was adopted, and yesterday morn- 
ing Experts Hamlin and Sauerhoff, from the 
United States hatchery at Washington, began tak- 
ing the spawn from the female fish and impregnat- 
ing it with the milt from tue male. Out of 250 
cod which were caught off Fire Island, but 13 ripe 
fernales were found, and these yielded about 
4,000,000 eggs. There were plenty of male fish in 
proper condition. The eggs were impregnated by 
gently agitating them with the milt in shallow pans 
of water, and last nicht rags | were taken to Wash- 
ington by expresi. There they will be hatched at 
the United States hatchery, a process requiring 
from 20 to 50 days, according to the temperature of 
the water. An examination of the eggs undera 
powerful microscope, showed that a fair number 
of them were in fine condition, and great hopes 
are entertained that the experiment will be suc- 
cessful, The small numberof eggs obtained was 
due to the lateness of the season, and the fact that 
the fish were not very large. A 7-pound cod 
yielded 9,100,000 eggs at Gloucester in 1878, and a 
21-pounder 2,732,287. The largest of the fish 
manipulated yesterday weighed but 49 pounds. 

The Execative Committee of the American 
Fish-cultural Association met esterday at the 
office of the Forest and Stream, Messrs, Benkard, 
Blackford, Mather, and Phillips being present. It 
was decided that the annual meeting of the associ- 
ation should take place on Monday and Tuesday, 
the 8d and 4th of April, at 11 o’clock A. M. each 
day. The place of meeting is to be the Directors’ 
rooms of the Fulton Market Fishmongers’ Associa- 
tion, South-street, foot of Fulton, in the wholesale 
fish market. The Executive Committee will pre- 
sent to the meeting the question of hold- 
ing their next annual meeting for 1883 
at Boston, and aiso_ whether a_ provision 
for establishing life memberships would not be of 
advantage to the association. At the coming meet- 
ing Prof. G. Brown Goode and Dr. Bean, of the 
Smithsonian Institution, will be present and read 
papers on subjects within the scope of the associa- 
tion. Prof. Ryder, who is following up the work 
commenced by Prof. Brooks, will give a short lec- 
ture on the oyster. Prof, W. O. Atwater, of Mid- 
dietown College, will continue his studies on 
the value of the alimentary substances found 
in fish, and Mr. Fred Mather will 

resent asubject of great interest.to fish-cultur- 
sts. A collection of fossil fishes will be shown by 
Mr. G. L. Feuardent. It is believed that the ecom- 
ing meeting will be even more largely attended 
than the one of last year, and that the matter pre- 
sented for study and criticism will be of unexcep- 
tional excellence.

TWO CITY MURDER TRIALS 


TH#H KILLING OF POLICE OFFICER 
THOMAS J. NORTON. 

TRIAL OF EX-OFFICER BERNARD F. FYTZ- 
PATRICK—TESTIMONY AS TO THE SHOOT- 
ING—CLOSE OF THE CASE FOR THE PROS- 
ECUTION, 

The trial of Bernard F. Fitzpatrick, former- 
ly a Police officer attached to the Fourth Precinct, 


for the murder of Police Officer Thomas J. Norton, 
of the Tenth Precinct, in front of No. 44 Delancey- 


street, on the night of Dec. 18, was resumed before. 


Judge Gildersleeve in Part I. of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions yesterday. The court-room, as on 
the previous days of the trial, was inconveniently 
crowded with politicians, Police officers, and 
chronio sensation-seekers. At the adjournment of 
court on the previous evening Judge Gildersleeve, 
before allowing the jury to separate, cautioned 
them against permitting any person to conversé 
with them on the subject of the trial, and in- 
structed them that they must not read the news- 
paper reports of the proceedings incourt. After 
the names of the jury had been. called by Clerk 
Hall, one of their number showed that the order 
of the court had been disregarded by rising in his 
seat and announcing that he had visited a nows- 
paper office for the purpose of having a 
correction made in relation to the manner in 
which his name had beengiven. Judge Gildersleeve 
took no notice of the matter. The first witness 
called by Assistant District Attorneys O’Byrne and 
Vincent was Isaac Levy, a cabinet-maker, residing 
at No. 42 Delancey-street, who witnessed the mur- 


der. He testified that he sawa crowd in front of 
No. 44. A policeman In uniform stood in the mia- 
dle of the crowd. The policeman knocked the 
prisoner down twice, and as he was going toward 
him the third time, Fitzpatrick drew his revolver. 
The men stood about three feet apart in the mid- 
die of the street. Somebodyinthe crowd said, 
“Fix him; give it to him,’ and Fitzpatrick imme- 
diately fired. Norton said something to Fitzpat- 
rick, which the witness did not hear, before the 
latter fired his revolver. 

Mrs. Hattie Pearson, wife of Nelson P. Pearson, 
keeper of the liquor saloon No. 44 Delancey-street, 
front, another eye-witness to the shooting, swore 
that while reading in the rear of her store she 
heard Mary Ann Degnan raise an outcry of “ Mur- 
der’’ inthe hallway of No. 44. Officer Norton ap- 
peared shortly afterward and went up stairs to- 
ward the rooms occupied by “ Big Blanche.” He 
returned, witha number of other persons, and all 
went out on the sidewalk. Witness stood at the 
door of her ‘husband’s saloon and saw no quarrel, 
but heard Norton say to Fitzpatrick, ** Show me 
your shield.” Fitzpatrick did not show his shield, 
but raised his arm and leveled his pistol at Norton. 
The latter said, “Put that down you scoundrel— 
put itdown,” and Fitzpatrick dropped his arm. 
Just at that moment one of Fitzpatrick’s compan- 
fons picked up something from the ground, handed 
it to Fitzpatrick, and said, ** Give it to him Barney: 
you've got him now.” Fitzpatrick thereupon 
tired the pistol. The men stood between five and 
six feet apart. 

Valentine Cruetz, a driver living at No, 68 Willett- 
street, testified that the deceased officer had his 
club in his hand when he advanced toward Fitz- 
patrick, and ordered the latter to put down his 
pistol After the latter had fired the shot, both 
men struggled clear across the street. Finally 
Norton said ‘‘Iam too weak to stand up: hold 
me.” Thereupon two men stepped forward and 
supported the wounded officer toward the Eldridge- 
street Police station. Fitzpatrick ran away and 
Was pursued by some of the bystanders. 

Henry Heldrick, of No. 189 Rivington-street, who 
also witnessed the shooting, swore that he saw the 
men standing face to face in the middie of the 
street:only about three feet apart. Fitzpatrick 
drew a pistol, aimed celiberateiy at Norton, and 
fired. Norton then struck Fitzpatrick, both men 
clinched and fell, and Fitzpatrick and his compan- 
ions ran off. 

Assistant District Attorney O'Byrne called Sergt. 
Creedon, of the Tenth Preciact. When the Ser- 
geant made his appearance he brought with him 
the uniform coat and shirt collar worn by the de- 
ceased officer onthe night of the murder. The 
coat and collar showed the holes through which 
the bullet from Fitzpatrick’s pistol had passed. 
The prosecution offered to prove by the Sergeant 
that these articles of clothing belonged to Officer 
Norton, and that he had no pistol with him on the 
night of the murder, asthe Sergeant had found 
the weapon three days after his death in the closet 
of the deceased in the station-house. The defense 
objected tothe testimony, and it was excluded. 
The ownership of the coat and collar was subse- 
quently established by Doorman McCormack, of 
the Tenth Precinct, who testified that he removed 
them from Norton’s body on the night of the 
shooting. 

The next witness was Jared 0. Harrington, of 
No. 119 Allen-street, who visited Mr. and Mrs. Pear- 
son at No. 44 Delancey-street on the night of the 
shooting and witnessed the occurrence. He testi- 
fied that Norton struck Fitzpatrick twice, and 
pushed him into the street. As Norton was ad- 
vyancing toward Fitzpatrick the third time, the lat- 
ter drew a pistol and Norton pulled his club from 
his belt. Pointing it at Fitzpatrick he said, “ Put 
that down,” and the shot followed immediately. 
On cross-examination the witness admitted that he 
haa been drinking with Mr. Pearson during recess. 
He denied that he and Mrs. Pearson had discussed 
the case, or thst the latter had said to him that “ It 
was a great pity that Officer Norton had been 
killed. as he was a fine young man and a great 
friend of hers.’ He admitted some discrepancies 
between his testimony in court and that given be- 
fore the Coroner. 

At the conclusion of this witness's examination 
the Assistant District Attorney announced the close 
of the case for the prosecution, and the court ad- 
journed until this morning, when the case for the 
defense will be opened. 


THE MURDER OF W. B. WILLSE. 
SECOND TRIAL OF FRANCIS M’KENNA—THE 


MURDERED MAN’S MOTHER. 

The second trial of Francis McKenna, son 
of awellknown Fourteenth Ward liquor-dealer, 
for the murder of a young man named William B. 
Willse, was begun beforo Recorder Smyth, in Part 
II. of the Court of General Sessions yesterday. On 
the first trial, which took place in January, 1879, 


McKenna was convicted of manslaughterin the 
third degree and sentenced to four years in State 
prison. The prisoner appealea fromthe convic- 
tion, and was released on bail pending the result 
of the appeal. The conviction was recently re- 
versed by the Court of Appeals, and McKenna was 
ordered a new trial. ‘The indictment against 
him being for murder in the first degree, 
McKenna was. some weeks since, rearrested and 
lodged in the Tombs, where he has since remained. 
The evidence goes to show that Willse, in the Sum- 
mer of 1878, while in company with some friends, 
had a difficulty with the McKenna _ brothers. 
While passing the saloon kept by the McKennas, 
at No. 118 Mulberry-street, on the night of Sept. 21 
of the same year, with some companions, one of 
them, John Kelly, whohad been engaged in the 
previous difficulty with the McKennas, brushed 
against one of the brothers, who was standing at 
the door. Thereupon Francis MoKenna struck 
Willse on the hip, and the latter felt something 
warm. He crossed the street and sat on a truck. 
He was followed by John McKenna, who bran- 
dished a pistol and threatened to shoot him. Just 
at that moment Francis McKenna, who had 
also crossed the street, stretched his arm over 
his brother and said, “I'm a better shot than 
ou.’ At the same moment ho fired, and when 

Jillse reeovered consciousness in his mother’s 
home, at No. 6 Marion-street, he found that he had 
been shot in the head and stabbed in the thigh. He 
lingered until Oct. 26 following, when he died. The 
evidence given yesterday was similiar in the main 
to that given on the former trial. While McKen- 
na’s appeal was in progress through the higher 
courts the mother of the murdered youth haunted 
the District Attorney’s office daily demanding that 
McKenna be brought to trial. Her form was 
known to every persen attached to the office, and 
many sympathized with her in her persistent ef- 
forts to secure the punishment of her son's 
murderer. Just before adjournment yesterday 
a@ dramatic scene was enacted in court when 
Mrs. Willse was  recalied by Mr. Nelson 
J. Waterbury, “vho has charge of the defense. In 
reply to the questions of counsel, she stated that 
she had visited the District Attorney’s office during 
the administrations of Messrs. Phelps, Rollins, and 
McKeon so many times that she cou!d not tell the 
number. ‘Sometimes,’ she said, ‘I called three 
times a week, sometimes six times, sometimes 
every day, sometimes three times a day—so often 
that Lcannot remember.” ‘* And what did you go 
there for?’ asked Mr. Waterbury. ‘To bring to 
justice the murderer of my son,” replied the moth- 
er, with a force of expression which caused a sen- 
gation in the court-room. The trial will be con- 
tinued to-day. 
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AN ATTEMPT TO CLOSH A HIGHWAY. 

Some days ‘ago the Matthiessen & Weichers 
Suger Company and the Morris Canal and Banking 
Company petitioned the Jersey City Board of 
Works that Mason-street be vacated. Mason-street 
is an unpaved, and at present unused, street that 


runs past the old hospital property on the banks of 
the Morris Canal. Its particular value to the city 
lies in the fact that, besides Morgan-street, it is the 
only highway, or possible highway, over which the 
city has the right of way tothe river front. The 
proposition to close it as a public thoroughfare 
aroused the most intense opposition among the 
property-owners of the city, and at the meeting of 
the board Monday evening they were on hand in 
large numbers to protest. The sugar-house com- 
= bases its application on the ground that they 

ave purchased the o!d hospital property which ad- 
joins it, and that the street is neither used nor in 
condition to be used by the pubic. After hearing 
the protest, the board referred the matter to a 
committee.

THK POTTER BUILDING DISASTER. 
—__-_>-————- 
TESTIMONY AT THE INQUEST CONCLUDED—A 
VERDICT TO BE RENDERED TO-DAY. 

Chief Engineer Eli Bates, of the Fire Depart- 
ment, yesterday continued his story to Coroner 
Herrman’s jury of the operations of the depart- 
ment at the Potter Building fire. He ran over the 
details of the official reports showing that there 
were 54 officers and 258 men on duty at the fire. 
Hook and Ladder Company No. 1 reported that 
eight persons had been rescued by the use of their 
ladders. The 45-foot ladder to which reference has 
frequently been made was reported as having been 


raised on the Park-row sice of the building, where 
it afforded means of escape for two persons. 
Private Rooney stood on a 85-foot ladder and 
caught Ida Small as she fell from the fourth story, 
Private Horan held a small ladder and saved a 
man, and Private Nolan caught two men and one 
woman while he was standing on a 38-foot ladder, 
There were 29 companies, all told, at the fire. 
Tbere were sufficient men in the department to 
attend to fire duty, if they were not drawn away 
to do other than regular fremen’s duty, such as car- 
rying messages and watching theatres. Witness 
was satisfied with the operations of the depart- 
ment on the day of the fire, considering the num- 
ber on duty, 

Alfred Sims, an inspector of the New-York Board 
of Fire Underwriters, said he did not know of the 
existence of a hot fiue in the building until he read 
of it in the papers after the destruction of the 
building. Witness would recommend that the 
building laws should be amended to include a 
section that would cover the manner of flue con- 
struction, and that the details of construction 
should not, as at present, be left discretionary. In 
referenco to the flue of the burned building, the 
witness considered that it was too thin for the pur- 
pose to which it was put. 

James McTaggert, of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 1, next detailed the operations of that com- 
pany in the erection of ladders against the burning 
building. He tried four times to rescue the woman 
onthe fourth story by going into the third-story 
window of the structure and trying to reach the 
stairway on his hands and knees, but his efforts 
were defeated by the dense smoke, He was in the 
building about seven minutes, and was nearly suf- 
focated. No persons could have escaped at the 
time by the hallway, He cried out while in the 
building and received norepiy. The citizens pre- 
vented the 45-foot ladder from being carried around 
to the Nassau-street side. He did not know why 
the extension ladder was not used, for he was in 
the burning building at the time. The jurors indi- 
cated a sense of weariness wiih the slow progress 
of the case when 1 o’clock was reached, and one of 
them asked when the case would be ended. The 
Coroner replied that he could not tell. 

A recess was taken, and when the jarors were 
again in their seuts Daniel Bradley, Foreman of 
Hook and Ladder Company No. 10, testified that 
the failure to use the extension ladder was due to 
the fact that they could see no need for it, as the 
fifth floor was in flames and no persons were,seen 
on the fourth story. Everybody that was seen at 
the windows when the laddermen got to the spot 
was saved. Three of the witness's men saved 
nine persons who came to the windows. The 
longest ladder, 40 feet in length, was used to save 
some inmates in danger. The citizens gave the 
best ald to the company in raising ladders. 

Pierre Wolf, the janitor of the burned building, 
said there were four fire-extinguishers in the place. 
He never carried the key of the scuttle or fire- 
escape chain in his pocket. The escape was never 
locked. Ebenezer Hanford, Mr. Potter's architect, 
was called by Mr. Potter's counsel, but the jury 
said they did not want to hear his testimony, as 
they had heard enough touching the construction 
of the building, and later on they objected to Mr. 
Townsend’s repeatedly referring to them as “such 
an intelligent body of men.’’ There was consider- 
able merriment when they interrupted one of his 
transparent compliments with audible exclamations 
of ** Taffy,” ** Taffy,” * Taffy.”” They afterward lis- 
tened to brief testimony as to the setting of the 
boiler and the building of the elevator. The latter 
was built in accordance with the usual plan. 

There was a general sigh of relief as the last wit- 
ness left the stand. At 3:35 o’ciock the Coroner 
said to the jury: “Gentlemen, you will come to- 
gether at 1 o'clock to-morrow afternoon and ren- 
der your verdict. I shall have something to say to 
you in reference to the matter at that time."" 
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FIVE DAYS ON A SINKING BRIG.

SUFFERING AND EXPOSURE OF THE CREW OF 
THE JENNIE WHARTON. 

The British ship Burrill, Capt. 
Churchill, which arrived from Lisbon yesterday, 
brought five survivors of the American brig Jennie 
Wharton, which was abandoned on the 9th inst., 
in latitude 85° 40’ north and longitade 70° 80’ west. 
The Jessie Borrill sailed from Lisbor on Jan. 9, and 
met with variable weather. At5 P. M. on Feb. 9a

dismasted vessel, which proved to be the brig Jen- 
nie Wharton, was sighted. A boat was lowered 


from theship and five exhausted men were res- 
cued and transferred to the Jessie Burrill. 
The water-logged wreck appeared about to goto 
pieces when she was last seen. Capt. Granger and 
his four men soon began to recover from the effects 
of the hardships which they had undergone. The 
Captain stated that the Jennie Wharton sailed 
from Wilmington, N. C., for Baltimore, with a 
cargo of hard pineon Feb. 2. All went favorably 
until about noon on the 4th inst., when a gale 
from south to south-west sprang up. Soundings 
showed that the depth of water was about 15 
fathoms, and Capt. Granger concluded that he was 
off the Lookout Shoals. Orders were given to furl 
the jib, and while working to secure this William 
Loos, a sailor, was struck by a heavy seaand his 
arm was broken close to the sheulder. At 2:30 P, 
M., allhands wentto the pumps. The wind and 
sea Were still increasing, while the barometer had 
sunk to 29.30. There were four feet of water in 
the hold, and the mate and three others kept 
constantly at the pumps, while the rest of the 
crew attempted to work the ship. At 6:30 
the wind moderated and hauled round to west- 
ward. Hatteras was then about 15 miles distant; 
but with so much water in ker hold the brig could 
not keep up well, and fell into the trough of the 
sea, She gave a lurch and rolled over on her side. 
The sailors reached the chain-plates on the side 
uppermost, where they lashed themselves. Wil- 
liam Loos, the sailor who had broken his arm, was 
unable to lash himself securely. A heavy wave 
swept him from the chain-plates and he was 
drowned. At daybreak a lookout was set for ves- 
sels. The sufferings of the men from hunger and 
thirst were intense. At 10 o’clock that morning 
George Knowles, the steward, died from exposure, 
and the body was thrown overboard. Next morn- 
ing, in the hope of finding something to relieve tne 
hunger and thirst which was torturing them, a 
search for food and water was made. Two cans of 
condensed milk were at last found, and this was 
distributed among the famished mariners. The 
men passed the 7thand 8thinst. looking out for 
vessels, but nosails hove insight. During the night 
of the 8th the prospects of the crew seemed ex- 
tremely gloomy. The condensed milk had given 
out, and the intense suffering of hunger and thirst 
had been renewed. The next morning it began to 
blow,tand rain fell. <A little water was then caught 
and eagerly drank by the thirsting men. At5P. M. 
a ship was discovered bearing down onthem. The 
men sprang into the life-boat wher it camealongside 
the wreck and were, after much difficulty, trans- 
terred to the decks of the ship. They express them- 
selves as extremely grateful to Capt. Charchill, his 
officers, and crew for the treatment which they re- 
ceived on board the Jessie Burrill. The survivors 
will at once proceed to their homes in Baltimore. 
The Jennie Wharton was brigantine rigged and 
measured 212 tons, She was launched in 1858 at 
Baltimore, where her principal owner resides. 
Capt. Ford, of the ship Harriet H. McGilvery, 
from Manila, reports that on Jan. 10, during a har- 
ricane. Theodore Devine, a sailor, fell overboard 
from the maintop, and was drowned. 
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A DETECTIVE SHOT BY A BURGLAR. 

A burglar entered the house No. 745 First- 
avenue with false keys on tho 7th inst., broke open 
a trunk, and stole articles worth $500, the property 
of J. J. MoCaffrey. Capt. Mount, of the Nineteenth 
Precinct, detailed Detectives John McGowan and 
Jacob Tooker on the case, and they learned that 
the description of the thief, who was seen when he 


left the house, corresponded with that of Thomas, 
alias “Hump,” Hennessey, of No. 185 Quincy- 
street, Brooklyn. On Monday Tooker found that 
Hennessey’s sister lived in First-avenue,near Forty- 
first-street, and that Hennessey went there late at 
night and left in the morning. Yesterday morning 
Tooker lay in wait for Hennessey in First-avenue, 
between Forty-first and Forty-second streets. At 
9 o'clock he came out of a house with his hands 
thrust in the pockets of ashort coat. Tooker was 
then about 15 yards from him, and as Hennessey 
started to go down First-avenue Tooker confronted 
him and was about to arrest him, when Hennessey 
drew a ‘‘crescent’’ revolver of heavy calibre, lev- 
eled it at Tooker’s head, and fired. This was done 
so rapidly that itis believed that Hennessey had 
the revolver cocked in his pocket .when he loft the 
house. The bullet passed through Tooker’s hat, 
entered his forehead a little to the right of the me- 
dian line, plowed under the skin, and made its 
exit pasa the scalp over the right ear. Although 
staggered by the shock and blinded by blood which 
came from: a lacerated artery, Tooker grappled 
with Hennessey, threw him down, seized him by 
the throat, and disarmed him. Just then Officer 
Clarson, of the Nineteenth Precinct, came up and 
secured Hennessey, A friend of Tooker, who 
was passing in a light wagon, made him get into it 
and drove him to St, Luke’s Hospital, where his in- 
juries were pronounced severe, but not necessarily 
dangerous. Hennessey was locked up in the sta- 
tion-house, and Jaterin the day was heid at the 
Yorkville Police Court.

Republican members of the Assembly may 
do something to help good government in 
this City by advocating legislation in the direc- 
tion of stricter economy and better defined 
responsibility. But they will do rather worse 
than waste time by busying themselves over 
bills to change the mode of electing Alder- 
men and similarly irrelevant:amendments to 
the charter. It is true that the system of 
minority representation, which is part of the 
existing law, has been used by Republi- 
can district managers for the purpose of 
making sure of the election of their own 
dummies to the Board of Aldermen, and 
that neither in the district nor general 
nominations has the party secured the 
kind of men who ought to represent 
it. But there is no evidence whatever: 
that the election of Aldermen by Assembly 
districts would produce more satisfactory 
results while there is a reasonable certainty 
that by that plan the Republican repre- 
sentation in the board would be aitill 
smaller than itis. The present system has, 
brought about some changes of undoubted 
-value in the last eight years, and its failures. 
have been due to obstacles which legislation 
‘cannot reach, but which the people must re- 
smove for themselves.

As without their co-operation the Demo- 
cratic majority is non-existent, it was evi- 
dent that the Democrats had no right to 
be more largely represented on the commit- 
tees than the Republicans. Mr. Grapy 
takes a practical, not to say a mercenary, 
view of his position, being, in fact, bound 
“for Cowes and a market,’’ but he is 
hardly, on that account, a worse Democrat 
than, say, Mr. Jacoss. The “regulars” 
are confronted in this Tammany “ strike’ 
merely with the legitimate outcome of their 
own party principles, and even if their Re- 
publican opponents do not occupy a suf- 
ficiently exalted position to regard them with 
calm superiority, the nominal minority can 
hardly be blamed for deriving a good deal 
of amusement from the situation. 


Representative Roxpimson, of Brooklyn, 
has once more notified the British lion that 
his lair is in imminent danger of invasion. 
‘‘Why should we not take London?” yelled 
Mr. Roprnson in the House yesterday. Cer- 
tainly, why not? Mr. Ronrnson says that 
it would be easier to capture London now 
than it was to take Vicksburg during the late 
war. Strange to say, an unbelieving news- 
paper press does not echo the demands 
of Mr. Rosrnsox. That eminent cham- 
pion of the rights of long-suffering 
Ireland complains that funny news- 
paper articles are written about him, 
and that he is assailed with ‘‘the mingled 
filth and ferocity of a bloodhound and a 
polecat.’’ Let Mr. Rosrnson console him- 
self with the reflection that all truly great 
men have been assailed, in one way or an- 
other, although we cannot just now recall 
the instance of a great man’s retorting in 
the elegant Robinsonian manner here re- 
ferred to. The Fenian prisoner episode in 
the House yesterday gave rise to much con- 
fusion, and it must be admitted that Mr. 
ROBESON nearly came up with Mr. Rosiy- 
soN when alluding to the customary per- 
formances of the Brooklyn member as being 
akin to ‘‘ the censure of fools and the vi- 
tuperation of demagogues.’’ In this case 
honors were easy. 


Two facts of considerable interest are 
brought out by the letter of our Philadel- 
phis correspondent this morning with ref- 
erence to the diversity of interests among 
industries nominally protected by the pres- 
ent high tariff. One is that there has been 
a definite purpose on the part of the 
protected steel rail makers to obstruct 
the manufacture of steel rails by 
the mills heretofore engaged in mak- 
ing iron rails. This is shown in the general 
refusal to furnish blooms for such a pur- 
pose except at a price which makes the 
manufacture impossible. The other fact is 
that the ‘‘ Bessemer Company, limited,” 
has got possession of the Gilchrist 
patent for this country, a process 
which, if the promise so far given 
shall be realized, will as completely replace 
the Bessemer as the Bessemer did those 
which preceded it. This latter fact raises 
the question how fararate of protective 
duty, already very much higher in propor- 
tion to value than when it was imposed, can 
be continued if a still further reduction in 
cost of the product shall be made. 


POLITICS AND THE TARIFF. 


It is reported that a considerable number 
of the Democrats in Congress have joined 
in a movement to defeat the Tariff Commis- 
sion bill by filibustering, if necessary.. They 
might very well have saved themselves the 
trouble. The commission bill, unless it at- 
tracts very much more strength than it has 
yet shown signs of having, will be defeated 
without any such extraordinary proceedings, 
We may add that such proceedings would 
in any case do more harm than good to the 
cause of tariff reform, since the measure 
is at most only inexpedient, and involves 
no principle of sufficient importance to 
justify the arbitrary and quasi-revolutionary 
tactics proposed. But it is very probable 
that the zealous Democrats referred to are 
more actively interested in the political re- 
sults of the movement to which they are 
committed than in the effect upon legisla- 
tion. If so, they are still foolish. Public 
opinion is not now in a condition to make 
an extreme and violent demonstration on 
the tariff question popular, nor is it very 
likely to be in any such condition with- 
in the time for which members of 
the present Congress are probably laying 
their plans. Still less would such a demon- 
stration made on the commission bill, 
which is a protection measure only in 
its covert and not in its ostensible 
purpose, seriously enlist public sym- 
pathy. It would be a little difficult to 
arouse public indignation against a bill 
which was confessecly based on the neces- 
sity of a tariff revision, and which proposed 
that the revision should be made by a com- 
mission of experts instead of by Congress 
or its committees. There is such a thing 
as Quixotism even in partisan politics, and 
if the movement of these gentlemen is as re- 
ported it is a very fair Quixotic specimen. 

There is, indeed, a marked tendency to- 
ward confusion in regard to the political 
bearings of the tariff question. Mistaken 
or exaggerated impressions prevail which it 
is quite desirable that Congressmen should 
dismiss from their minds, and which they 
will be obliged to dismiss if they expect to 
attain any success in the treatment of the 
tariff at the present session of Congress. 
On the one hand, it will be quite idle to try 
to enlist the Democratic Representatives as 
a body in favor of ‘‘a tariff for revenue 
only.’”’ It is true that that is the doctrine 
laid down by their last national platform, 
but no platform was ever made that can hold 
Mr. RanpAuu and his immediate followers 
to that doctrine. They may not openly re- 
pudiate the platform, but they will vote 
against it, work against it, and practically 
tear it into splinters. The Democratic Party 
is nota revenue reform party and cannot 
soon be made one. It must be a good 
deal stronger or a good deal weaker than it 
is now before it can afford to openly and 
consistently adopt any such policy, at the 
risk of losing the doubtful votes which 
would be affected by it. Doubtless, if the 
party had a leader of commanding ability 
and influence, he might conduct it to ulti- 


ype considered a maiority at all, He de- i mate victory om the avowed doctrine of the 


platform of 1880, for in the Jong run that 
is the doctrine which must prevail. But 
the party has no such leader, and no group 
of prominent men who, by combining their 
influence, could bring about any such result, 

On the other hand, it would be equally an 
error to suppose that the Republican Rep- 
resentatives can be ‘‘rallied’’ to the mainte- 
nance cf the present tariff, or to any device 
obviously designed to secure that end. In 
the one case as in the other Representatives 
are sure to be influenced ina great degree 
by local feeling, and by that particular 
form of it which is aroused by definite local 
interests. Whether Democratic or Republi- 
can, the Representatives from certain dis- 
tricts in Ohio and Indiana, for in- 
stance, cannot support radical amend- 
ments of the present tariff without incurring 
local opposition of a serious nature, and this 
class, in both parties, will defend the high 
duties at every point that they may be as- 
sailed. But this class among the Republi- 
cans cannot speak for the party and cannot 
control it. Independent Representatives, 
who do their own thinking, who are 
hampered by no local prejudice, who 
see that the victory of the future 
lies not with the reactionists, but with the 
liberals, on this question, will’not be led in 
blind subjection to the schemes of the high 
tariff men. They know well enough that 
the party has never been fairly or definitely 
committed to protectionism, and that there 
has not, in at least eight years, been a time 
when such committal could have been made, 
and they will not accept the mere assump- 
tions and impudent assertions of the high 
tariff men as proof to the contrary. 

It may be too much to ask of the average 
Congressman, but if the members of the 
present Congress would-only take notice of 
the fact that the tariff isas yet a business 
question and not a political issue, that it can 
be fairly and readily disposed of as a_busi- 
ness question, while as a political issue it 
must necessarily work much confusion in 
both parties, with very doubtful results as 
to either, it would be a great advan- 
tage for all concerned. The question 
as it really presents itself is not one of free 
trade rersus protection; it is one of the ac- 
tual effect of certain tariff dues on the vari- 
ous industries brought under their influence. 
There are many changes ‘to be made in 
the tariff in the direction of reduction 
which would still leave it definitely 
and strongly protective. These should 
be treated on their individual merits, 
and decided upon in the interest of the 
greater number, and this can be done with- 
out seriously involving the position of either 
party. But if it be decided to make the 
tariff a national political issue, there will 
necessarily follow an extensive recasting of 
political relations, in which present party 
lines will suffer many changes, and from 
which many politicians who are diligently 
seeking only theirown promotion will come 
out very badly damaged. 


THE ASSEMBLY COMMITTEES. 

Speaker Patterson has finally announced 
the standing committees of the Assembly, 
and everybody is said to be satisfied except 
the Tammany members and a few disap- 
pointed aspirants for Chairmanships. With 
few exceptions positions appear to have 
been distributed on the principle of giving 
every man a fair chance with little regard 
for experience or special qualifications. The 
Republicans have been treated as fairly as 
could be expected. The more important 
committees rather strongly made 
up. Mr. Brooks, of Richmond, is at 
the head of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, a position to which his long expe- 
rience and general fidelity entitle him, Ex- 
Speaker SHARPE and Mr. ALVorD are con- 
spicuous Republican members of the same 
committee, and Mr. J. J. CosrEiLio, the 
late Tammany candidate for Speaker, has a 
place upon it. The Judiciary Committee is 
headed by Mr. Poucuer, of Oswego, one of 
the strongest Democratic lawyers in the As- 
sembly, but has no very prominent Republi- 
can. There are two New-York City mem- 
bers, Morrison and McCuieLnanp, both 
Democrats. The Committee on Affairs of 
Cities is under present circumstances one of 
the most important, and is the one upon 
which Tammany laid the highest claims. 
The Kelly men have secured only one 
place upon it, which is filled by Mr. 
McManus. Mr. Murpuy, the Chairman, 
is an Irving Hall Democrat with no 
very strong antipathy for KgLLy and his 
methods, and the County Democracy is rep- 
resented by Mr. GipEon. The New-York 
Republicans have a good representative in 
Mr. Roosgvett. Brooklyn is well repre- 
sented by Mr. Saantey, Democrat, and Mr. 
Monk, Republican. The committee is on the 
whole strongly made up, and has at least the 
merit of containing men who know some- 
thing about cities and their affairs. The 
Railroad Committee is another upon which 
a good deal of interest is centred just now, 
and upon which Tammany, consequently, 
hoped to figure prominently in behalf of 
‘‘anti-monopoly.’”’ Two places upon it 
have been given to Joun Kewuy’s follow- 
ers, which are certainly quite enough, con- 
sidering that there are only eleven members 
and New-York City has been given but one 
representative besides Messrs. Haceorerty 
and Parren. Mr. Saanuey, of Brooklyn, 
is the Chairman, and Mr. Baxsr, of Mon- 
roe, ga strong and experienced Republican 
member. 

Although the Tammany men complain of 
their treatment and utter threats of further 
obstruction to the Democratic distribution 
of patronage, they have received all the con- 
sideration that their numbers and weight 
can be said to entitle them to. They are 
8 ina body of 128 members, of whom 61 
are Republicans. They bave 26 committee 
places in all, being represented upon 20 of 
the 38 committees, and having 2 mem- 
bers on each of 6 of them. ‘There is as 
much appropriateness as humor in giv- 
ing them the Chairmanship and another 
place on the Committee on Grievances. At 
the beginning of the Speakership contest 
there were five men, SHernY, Manzr, Mc- 
Manvs, CuLuen, and Patren, who voted 
for Mr. CostE.o, the Tammany candidate, 
and they were soou joined by Mr. Bocan. 
Mr. Costriio himself voted for CULLEN, 
and when Major Haccrrty appeared in the 
field he joined the Tammany ranks, swelling 
them to the full number of eight. Mr. 
CosTELLo is on four committees, Ways and 
Means, Commerce and Navigation, Federal 
Relations, and Indian Affairs, It is quite 


are 


proper that the most conspicuous representa- 
tive of Tammany should have a place on the 
last named committee. Major Haccerrty is 
also on four committees—Railroads, Federal 
Relations, Militia, and Grievances, being 
Chairman of the last named. As a warrior 
and politician he has no reason to complain, 
McManvs is equally well provided for, 
being on the Cities Committee, Claims, Privi- 
leges and Elections, and Manufacture of Salt. 
SuHEenuy has three committee positions, on 
Commerce and Navigation, Insurance, and 
Charitable Institutions. Bogan has also 
three places—Banks, Insurance, and Charita- 
ble and Religious Societies. Manger is a 
member of the Committees on Public Health, 
Public Lands, and Trade and Manufactures; 
CULLEN of those on Public Health, Internal 
Affairs, and Grievances, and Mr. Parren 
figures on the Railroad Committee and that 
on Petitions of Aliens. 

Now, really, these Tammany men are 
quite well disposed of by the Speaker, if 
not well disposed toward him. If they are 
not put where they will do the most good, 
they can at least do little harm. They say 
they were promised three places on the Rail- 
road Committee, one of them the Chairman- 
ship, to be held by Major Haaerrrty, and 
three places on the Cities Committee, with 
Mr. Murrny for Chairman. It is to be hoped 
that no such promise was made, for it would 
have been a very bad promise to keep, and 
it is villainous to break any promise. There 
must be some mistake about this. At any 
rate the Tammany men are wroth, and de- 
clare they will not vote for the Democratic 
candidates for “Clerks, Door-keepers, &c. 
But there is no further occasion for 
delay, and no excuse for more bargaining 
with these unreasonable gentlemen. Very 
competent men are holding over in the sub- 
ordinate offices and business may as well 
proceed now. Of course, Messrs. Boyp, 
Gravy, and Treanor of the Senate will 
sympathize with their fellows of the Assem- 
bly, and seems likely to register a new oath 
against helping to choose a President pro 
tem., but that doesn’t matter. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor presides very acceptably and 
he might even be induced to appoint com- 
mittees for the Senate, if it were insisted on, 
or that body could get on very well without 
committees. At all events there is no longer 
any excuse for wasting the time at Albany. 
There is important work to be done and it 
should proceed without delay. 

THE DEPARIMEN!T OF AGRICUL- 
TURE. 

When Gen. Le Duc was Commissioner of 
Agriculture his bosom was known to be agi- 
tated by two ambitions.

Now the fruit 
of the tree he planted is, perhaps, about to 
be plucked by another. The House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture has introduced a bill 
‘‘to enlarge the powers and duties of the 
Department of Agriculture’ by making its 
chief a Cabinet officer, with a salary of $8,000 
a year, and having in his charge various 
bureaus and assistants, in short, a full- 
fledged department like the Treasury and 
War Departments. The Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture is to be a ‘‘ practical agricul- 
turist,’’ and there are to be bureaus of agri- 
cultural products, of animal industry, of 
lands, and of statistics. Nothing is said in 
the bill about a bureau for the dissemination 
of boiled tomato-seeds, and it is to be pre- 
sumed from this that the contract under 
which for some years the department re- 
ceived and distributed the entire boiled seed 
product of a Baltimore tomato-canning 
house has expired. 

If in discussing this bill amy member of 
Congress should say that the Unitev ‘tates 
does not need a Department and a Secretary 
of Agriculture any more than a dog needs 
two tails, he would be charged with treating 
the matter in an undignified and vulger way; 
and it may be admitted that this fascinating 
truth might be expressed in a less homely 
fashion. But truth is truth, evenin a humble 
garb, and in whatever way the fact is stated, 
the assertion that this bill proposes to make 
uncalled-for changes and create unnecessary 
offices will receive the assent of the majority 
of the people of the country. If the 
Department of Agriculture as it now 
exists had shown itself to be a 
valuable and efficient part of the machin- 
ery of the Government, or if it could be 
demonstrated that the shortcomings which 
have so often made it a laughing stock were 
the result of its limited powers and digni- 
ties, then there might be some excuse for 
the bill before the House. But the depart- 
ment as at present organized is not worth 
even the small sum it costs, and there is no 
reason whatever to suppose that a Secretary, 
at $8,000 a year, would do more for the 
agricultural interests of the country than a 
plain Commissioner at $3,500. 

The fact is that the farmers of the United 
States are able to take care of themselves. 
Under equal and just laws farmers need ask 
no favors of the Government. There is a 
certain class of legislators who seem to 
think that the regulation and fatherly 
protection of all our great sources 
of wealth are the chief functions of the 
Government. Agriculture is the most 
abundantly productive source of our na- 
tional riches, and it is, therefore, supposed 
that it has special need of the fostering care 
of somebody at Washington. Now, the 
farmers are not only able to take care of 
themselves, as we have said, but for years 
they have set aside a very large part of their 
annual profits for the support and enrich- 
mentof the protected manufacturers. If Con- 
gress sincerely desires to ‘‘ increase the profits 
of the farmer,”’ as isset forth in this bill, its 
purpose can be better accomplished by re- 
moving the tariff charges which compel him 
to pay a tax of from 30 to 80 per cent. on 
his tools, building materials, clothing, furni- 
ture, and table-ware than by creating a Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 

The bill bas evidently been drawn by some 
one who believes in the value of farm sta- 
tistics and agricultural reports. It is not to 
be denied that accurate statistics, whether 
of farming, pork-packinz. or target-shoot- 
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ing, are useful. But the statistics put forth 
by our Department of Agriculture are no- 
toriously inaccurate and imperfect. Its 
crop reports are practically worthless. 
The information gathered and digested 
by the Produce and Cotton Exchanges 
is now relied on by all who seek facts on 
which speculative and other action may be 
safely based in preference to the bulletins 
of the department. All reports of the con- 
dition and promise of growing crops are to 
be taken with a liberal allowance for error; 
but last season’s experience proved that the 
department reports were about the least 
trustworthy of any. In reporting, as 
in growing, crops, those whose interest 
in the matter is direct and personal are far 
more likely to understand their business 
than a few gentlemen at Washington who 
are paid a salary—a salary which remains 
the same whether their work is well or ill 
done—to interest themselves init. All the 
useful work of a Department of Agriculture 
can be performed by a bureau chief and a 
sufficient number of assistants. There is no 
need even of a Commissioner. But to make 
a new executive office, to be held by a politi- 
cian, would, as offices are now sought and 
conferred in our civil service, be an act of 
inexcusable folly. 


A SAFE MYSTERY. 


It is remarkable with what promptness 
the manufacturers of fire-proof safes take 
advantage of every fire which occurs in this 
City. Two days after the fire each manu- 
facturer displays in front of his place of 
business a battered safe, with its door 
wrenched off and its sides blistered with 
heat, and announces, with the help of a large 
placard, that ‘‘ This safe preserved the books 
and papers of Messrs. Smith & Robinson in 
the great fire in Two Hundred and Twenty- 
third-street.’’ This is, of course, an excel- 
lent advertisement for the manufacturer, 
and is by most people accepted as a demon- 
stration of the fire-proof qualities of his safe. 

The average man is satisfied with accept- 
ing the claims made by the safe manufac- 
turers without investigating them. This is 
the reason why noone has yet called atten- 
tion to one of the chief mysteries of the safe 
manufacturing business. A little reflection 
will show that it is rather odd that so many 
different safes should always happen to bé 
in every building that burns down. 
There are, let us say, four leading 
safe manufacturers, each one of whom 
insists that his particular safe is 
the only one which is really fire-proof, and 
these four manufacturers, together with their 
agencies and branch agencies, have in the 
aggregate eleven places of business 
this City. Now, after every fire 
will be safes exhibited at 
and described 
were taken from the 
made by the fire in question. Simi- 
lar safes are also put on exhibition 
in other cities, say in the twelve largest 
cities of the continent. Of course, the whole 
number of dilapidated safes thus exhibited 
within three or four days after a New-York 
fire varies somewhat, but as a rule we may 
that it amounts to one hun- 

Wemust add to these the 
safes that are rescued from fires but are not 
exhibited by the manufacturers, and we shall 
not be far wrong if we estimate that in any 
given case a safe manufacturer will claim that 
the damaged safe exhibited by him is only 
one of seven of the same pattern that saved 
books and papers in one and the same fire. 
We must, therefore, multiply one hundred 
and thirty by seven, which gives us nine 
hundred and ten safes as the number which 
are usiformly taken from the embers of 
every building which is consumed by fire in 
this City. It must be confessed that as yet 
only seven hundred and eighteen large safes 
have been taken from the ruins of the Pot- 
ter Building, but there is little doubt that 
the full number will be made up in the 
course of a few days. 

It may seem rather incredible that the 
enormous quantity of nine hundred and 
ten heavy fire-proof safes should be 
contained in any one building in this 
City, but it will not do to cast doubt 
upon the truths of mathematics. The fact 
that this average number is destroyed— 
so far as their future usefulness is concerned 
—in every fire which occurs in New- 
York City cannot be doubted. We have at 
least three hundred good-sized fires every 
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| year, and the aggregate destruction of safes 


thus caused in our own City alone is, of 
course, 273,000. The same rate of destruc- 
tion goes on in other cities in proportion to 
their size. If we take only the twelve 
largest cities of the Union, and estimate that 
the average annual number of fires in each 
one of them is 250, we shall find that in 
these twelve cities no less than 2,730,000 
safes are destroyed every year, and we 
may safely assume that the safes destroyed 
in the smaller cities and towns will 
bring the whole number up to at least 
3,000,000. Were these to be put side by 
side they would form a line of safes stretch- 
ing three times around the world, and 
enough would still be left to reach one- 
eighth of the distance from thé earth to the 
moon. If hammered into 12-inch iron 
plates they would furnish armor for 731,000 
vessels of 4,000 tons each, and if a mission- 
ary were placed in each safe and sent to the 
heathen, the entire pagan population of 
the globe could be converted to Christianity 
in thirty-five days—allowing twenty con- 
verts to each missionary. 

Now, it is simply impossible that the an- 
nual production of fire-proof safes should be 
anything like large enough to supply this 
tremendous waste. There is some mistake 
in the figures put forth by the manufactur- 
ers or there is a mystery as yet unsolved in 
connection with the safe business. Long 
ago it was demonstrated by a scientific per- 
son that the great majority of the al- 
leged iron safes that are constantly 
hoisted with so much ceremony from 
the street to the upper windows of down- 
town offices are in reality made of 
light pasteboard, and that, being intended 
solely for advertising purposes, they are car- 
ried back to the manufacturers after dark 
under the arm of some hired porter. It is 
impossible to resist the conclusion that the 
greater part of the so-called fire-proof safes 
exhibited by manufacturers immediately 
after every great fire are nothing more than 
pasteboard, cunningly painted and scorched 
so as to imitate blistered iron. If this be the 
truth as to the matter, and if we assume that 
the usual claim made by every manufac- 


turer to the effect that at least seven of his 
safes are destroyed in every fire is a profes- 
fessional exaggeration, the great mystery of 


the safe business disappears. 
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There is news from England which ought 
more to interest and entertain the world than any 
wranglings over the Eastern question, shootings of 
crowned heads, or constructions of tunnels through 
mountains or under seas. It is more than ever 
probable—so probable as to be almost an assured 
fact—that this language we speak will possess 
within the life-time of most men now living a dic- 
tionary worthy of its literature and its renown. A 
quarter of acentury ago the English Philological 
Society undertook to prepare such a work, got well 
into it, then lost its leader in Mr. Herpert Cot- 
ERIDGE, trie€ again to revive the undertaking, but 
failed successfully to do this until 1876-9, when 
Dr. Murray, as editor, found himself possessed of 
nearly two tons of material that had been collected 
before him, and the Clarendon Press, of Oxford, 
had undertaken to publish the dictionary. The 
news we now have is of the work that has thus far 
been accomplished, and of promises that inten 
years it will all be finished, with the actual publica- 
tion this very year of the first part—some 400 pages, 
containing the letter‘*‘ A.” Thesociety began first in 
1859 to make appeals to readers—that is, persons to 
read books and make quotations—and several hun- 
dred volunteers were soon enlisted for the cause. 
Other appeals have from time to time been 
made since then, uncil these two tons of 
material are the result. Late readers have 
supplied Dr. Murray with more than 360,000 slips; 
from one reader alone he got 19,000, and from 
another 10,000. He hasin all 2,500,000 quotations, 
representing more than a thousand readers. He 
has built in his garden an iron building, where this 
material is classified in over a thousand pigeon- 
holes and made sure of safe-keeping. Americans 
have aided him substantially; he finds in them “an 
ideal love forthe English language as a glorious 
heritage, and a pride in being intimate with its 
grand memories, suck as one does find sometimes 
in a classical scholar in regard to Greek.” A slight 
example of how great the value of this dic- 
tionary will be is seen inastatement he makes 
that he finds writers constantly engaged in labori- 
ous elucidations of points ‘‘of which the full ex- 
planation lies ready at hand in our pigeon-holes 
waiting to be edited and published.” Should the 
work be printed in uniform accordance with the 
portions now ready for printing, the dictionary 
would fill twelve quarto velumes of 2,000 pages 
each; but many reductions could be made in the 
length of the quotations, reducing the work to 
about four volumes, which would leave it four 
times the size of Webster and about one and one- 
half the size of Littré. Unlike most other dic- 
tionaries, it will thus be the work of many hands 
instead of the work of one, so that from this fact, 
as well as from the advancement made in scholar- 
ship, Dr. Murray will find it quite unnecessary to 
write a pretace, like Dr. Jonnson’s, admitting that 
‘* a few wild blunders and visible absurdities might 
for a time furnish folly with laughter and harden 
ignoranee into contempt.” 
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People who are familiar with the extent of 
imposture among beggars, and who refuse to 
give alms to street mendicants, will be pleased 
to learn of the recent completion of the new 
organization whieh is to make an effort to sup- 
press mendicaney in general and impestors of 
this sortin particular. This organization is estab- 
lished by the State Board of Charities, and is 
known asthe Charity Organization Society of the 
City of New-York, a body somewhat similar to cer- 
tain societies in Europe and in some few American 
cities. The society has just adopted its constitu- 
tion and by-laws, and has chosen a board of exec- 
utive officers, comprised of some of the best-known 
citizens, who would seem to be peculiarly well 
fitted to discharge the difficult task undertaken in 
the founding of the project. The organization 
is to be conducted on the principle’ that every 
department of its work shall be divorced from 
politics, religion, and nationality, and that it 
shall not be called upon to dispense alms directly 
inany form whatever. Its peculiar province, as set 
forth in the constitution alluded to, is to be the es- 
tablishnient of a centre of intercommunication be- 
tween the various churehes and charitable agen- 
cies, so that there may be harmonious co-operation 
between them,and that thereby all detrimental 
“overlapping in the work of relief” shall be 
avoided. It will provide these agencies 
with “the services of trained visitors whose 
duty it will be to thoroughly investigate all appli- 
cations for relief and report thereon, so that the 
really deserving cases of need may be promptly 
and adequately attended to, and work may be 
procured for such of the deserving poor as may be 
able to partially or entirely support themselves by 
their own labor if given the opportunity. By this 
means it isanticipated that mendicity will be re- 
pressed, and to further insure that desideratum it 
is proposed that whenever impostors are detected 
in their rascaily work they shail be prosecuted as 
they deserve. The general effect of all this, it is 
hoped, will be to increase the efficiency of chari- 
table work in the Metropolis and to promote the 
general welfare of the poorer classes by introduc- 
ing needed social and sanitary improvements 
among them and training them to habits of pro- 
vidence and self-dependence. In order to facilitate 
the worthy work thus detailed jthe City will be 
divided into districts under the charge of distriet 
committees, consisting of five or more resident 
members each, and these committees will have 
charge of the various corps of visitors to whom is 
to be intrusted the responsible work of investigat- 
ing the eases of applications for relief. Each com- 
mittee will further have charge of such applicants 
who reside in localities coming within the bounda- 
ries of the said district, so tnat the work will be sim- 
plified. Great care and much thought has been 
given to the framing of this scheme of philan- 
thropic enterprise, and the result of its workings 
will be watched with interest and earnest and 
kindly solivitude by the public. 

EEA Ses 

Returns of business done by the Suez Canal 
during the year recently clesed are not without in- 
terest at this time, when Egyptian affairs are in a 
bad way and the canal shares have been a marked 
feature of the panic on the Paris Bourse. The year 
was the most prosperous that the company had yet 
seen, the receipts having been 51,080,355f., which is 
11,239,866f. in excess of the receipts for the year 
1880. The number, of English vessels that passed 
through the canal was not only larger than the 
total for all other nations, it was nearly four times 
as large as that total, and the English percentage 
also showed an increase over the former year. The 
number of English ships was 2,256. France ranked 
next, but she had enly 109 ships—about one-twen- 
tieth what England had. Then came Holland, with 
70 ships; Austria, with 65; Italy, with 51; Spain, 
with 46, and Germany, with 40. Egypt had only 11 
—tke same number that Turkey had; Norway had 
10 and China 4. Ten years ago the amount 
of coal supplied at Port Said was 126,- 
000 «tens; last year it was 606,000 tons, 
or four times as mach; and while 
the British proportion of the tonnagein 1871 was 
64 per cent. of the total, last year it was& Of 
share prices some equally interesting figures are 
printed. With anominal value of 500f., they had 
fallen in 1863 to 220f. In 1869, the year the canal 
was opened, they rose to 663f.; in 1880 they had 
reached 715f., and before the year closed had 
touched 1,327f. They advanced to 1,700f. in June of 
the following year, and between that month and 
January last went rapidly on to the highest poiat 
they ever reached—3,500f., to fall ere the middle 
of the month came on to 2,100f. Last year the div- 
idend paid on these shares was 9 per cent.; for the 
present year it will probably be 12, so that 2,100f., a 
point to which the shares were forced in a time of 
panic,even with dividends of 12 per cent., would 
still be far higher tham the actual value of the 


shares. 
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Everybody talks about Chinese laber and its 
exceeding cheapness, and does this in a vague sort 
of way, as the actual money the artisan or work- 
man receives in China is not well understood. In 
the consular reports printed by the Department of 
State, Mr. Denney gives us the cost of skilled arti- 
sans, agriculturists, and workmen in that wonder- 
fulcountry. Inthe higher departments of art a 
painter rnay make his name immortal, but he 
hardly works for money; it is rather forfame. No 
matter how much his productions are in demand, 
he is no better off in worldly goods than his 
butcher. In what is called skilled labor a master 
may make $156 a year and his workman $78. A 
woman who is very proficient ean earn $26 a year. 


Wages, if low, bear, however, a proper preportion. 


to cost of living. Ifa master workmam can make 


$156 a year, he can support his family for $120, 

and with a diminished scaleof expenses the work- 

ing man keeps his family during the same time for 

$65. In agricultural labor wages are even lower, 

though the profits made out ef the land are not, 

after all, so very small. Mr. Dexxey cited a famt- 
ly of man and wife and two young children who 

till a plot of land of some two and one-half acres. 

The.cost of maintaining the family is calculated at 
20 centsaday. The land being worth $400, the to- 
tal expenses of making the crop would be $62, to 
which must be added the food of the family, a to- 
tal outlay of $135. The value of the product being 
$160, the profit would be $25. Cotton seems to give 
a better result, two and a half acres makinga profit 
of $33. A woman will spin all day for 6 cents, anda 
weaver will work a week for 60 cents. Farm labor- 
ers are content with $1 05 a week during harvest 
time, but by the year will hire for from $1 50 to $2 
amonth. A laboring man who can save from $3 ta 
$4 a year does fairly well. In the shipping ports 
the eoolies make better wages, and earn $4 50 a 
menth. When in the interior they are carmen and 
boatmen they make much lower wages. A very 
strong man, who will carry on his back a load of 
from 300 to 400 pounds, gains 25 cents a day. An 
ordinary coolie’s aceount Mr. Denney makes out ag 
follows: Monthly receipts, $4 50; expenses, $4; 
net income, 50 cents. The marvelous cheapness of 
labor cannot be better shown than when coal min- 
ing in Chinais examined. From the pit’s mouth 
coal can be furnished at $1 a ton, with a profit to 
the owner of the mine. Aceording to an official] 
statement, a Chinese soldier costs the Government 
50 taels, or $67, a year. There does not seem to be 
any great difference between the cest of Chinese 
and Japanese labor. Consul-General Van Burey, 
of Japan, states that the wages of an able-bodied 
farm-hand are $35 a year with board, or $50 with: 
out board. A stout, healthy woman will hire for 
the year with food for from $8 to $10, or from $23 
to $30 without board.

THE NEW-YORK VOCAL UNION. 

This association, which is a credit to tha 
good taste of its members and its thoroughly eom- 
petert conductor, gave the second concert of the 
fifth season last night at Chickering Hall. Under 
Mr. S. P. Warren’s efficient leadership this 
chorus of 60 ladies and gentlemen have 
arrived at good part singing, which is of decided 
merit for its accuracy and only needs greater 
power to be entirely satisfactory ina hall of tha 
size of Chickering. Their performarce has so 
much of good in it that cne cannot but regret that 
their numbers are not increased so that the choral 
effects may receive adequate illustration. But the 
society is still young, and the advantages of a 
larger force will doubtless impress themselves 01 
the managers and the members. ‘There is tog 
little earnest musical work in the desire ta 
sing, and such an organization as the Vocal 
Union is a most valuable force as an educa- 
tional institution, where there is no opportunity 
or desire for personal display and only rea! ability 
and industry receive any recognition. The con- 
cert last night began with a light song of Hatton’s, 
which was sung by the mixed chorus with good 
effect. The succeeding male voice “ Serenade,” by 
Kunze, received better treatment than it merited, 
for it is a commonplace composition of thea 
sentimental kind, and this was followed by 
another mais chorus of no particular value, 
The motet, “Hear us, Oh, Saviour,” by Haupt 
mann, was delivered with dignity and excel 
lent taste, as fitted the character of the 
work, and was, indeed, one of the very best ex: 
hibitions of the skill of the society. Schumann's 
cantata, “New Year’s Song,” op. 144, with solos 
for soprano, contralto, and bass, the accompani- 
ment being played on the organ and piano, was 
the piéce de résistance of the evening. It is a most 
interesting work, but, as indicated abeve, could 
not reeseive adequate treatment with a small chorus, 
and there were times when it seemed that a sense 
of inefficieney was present to the members of the 
chorus. Mr. Morawski, the solo basso, sang his 
part exceedingly well. The two ladies in the 
duets were not, however, so firm as they should 
have been, and though it was evident that the can- 
tata had been faithfully studied and rekearsed, it 
seemed to overweight the forees of the society. 
It may be styled a highly creditable effort, which 
deserves praise for its technical merit, and makes 
it an unpleasant task to suggest any defl- 
ciency, The other choral numbers of ths 
programme received good treatment, and 
were, without ex.extion, well delivered. 
Mr. Morawski sang tue “Two Grenadiers,” by 
Schumann in a spirited manner. and for an encore 
gave Poniatowski’s ‘““ Yeoman’s Wedding Song,” 
whioh, since Santley’s time, has been a favorite 
with baritones. Much of the interest of the enter- 
tainment was due to Mme.

‘HENRI AUGUSTE BARBIER. 

Henri Auguste Barbier, the French poet, 

fied in Paris yesterday in the seventy-seventh year 


of hisage. Fora long time M, Barbier was one of 


the most popular of Freneh writers, but his popu- 


larity waned with increasing years, and but little 


has been heard of him of late. He was born in 
Paris April 23, 1805, and was educated to the pro- 
fession of the iaw, but in 1830 he produced, in 
conjunction with Alphonse Roya. a historical 
romance entitied “Les Mauvais Garcons.” 
aod this attained such a measure of suc- 
ress «that he renounced his legal studies 
pnd devoted himself to literature. The revolution 
of July fired his cenius asa satirical poet, and he 
produced several poems with which all France 
rang foratime. Prominent among them were “ La 
Durée,” ‘‘Le Lion,”’ **Quatre-vingt-treize,”” and 
*Varsovie.”” His verse was energetic and his sen- 
timent severe, appreaching at times closely to 
tynicism. in 1837 he published two satires—-** Eros- 
irate” and “Pot de Vin.” Soon after, he wrote

LOUIS JOSEPH MARTEL, 


Louis Joseph Martel, the French jurist and 


statesman, died in Paris yesterday in the sixty- 
ninth year of hisage. M. Martel was a life Sena- 
ter, and acted as President of the Senate for a 
short time, He was born at St. Omer, studied for 
the Bar, and was raised to the bench in his native 


city, a position which he resigned in 1849 to serve 
his contituents in the Legislative Assem- 


ply. He took his seat with the Right, 
and in December, 1851, after protesting 
against the coup d'état, returned to the prac- 
tice of law at St. Omer. In 1863 he was elected to 
the Corps Legislatif, where he took a prominent 
art im the debates under the leadership of M. 
‘hiers. He proposed an important amendment, 
placing the press under judicial, instead of admin- 
strative, control, He was re-elected in May, 
(869, without opposition, and two years later was 
sent to the National Assembly, of which he was 
thosen President. In 1875 he was made a life Sen- 
ator, and at the first meeting of the Senate after his 
appointment he was elected Vice-President of 
that body. In 1876 he was given the portfolio of 
the Department of Justice, in the Ministry of Jules 
Simon, but retired in May, 1877, and took his seat 
with the Left Centre of the Senate, where he voted 
apainst the dissolution of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. In 1879 he was made President of the Senate, 
but was forced by ill-health to resign the position 
in May, 1880. Since then he has taken no im- 
ortant part inthe deliberations of the Senate, 
hough be was always in his seat and always 
yoted with the Republicans on important questions.

ST. VALENTINE’S DAY. 
—-~.--———— 
A LECTURE BY THE REV. DR. HALL—WORK 
OF THE LETTER-CARRIERS. 

The Rev. Dr. John Hail, of the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Preabyterian. Church, lectured last evening in 
the Lord Public Reading-room, at No. 135 Green- 
wich-street, on “St. Valentine’s Day.” He traced 
back the custom of the day to the feasts of the 
Lupercalia and Fepruaria in ancient Roman days, 
when the youth of the Eternal City chose it as an 
occasior to convey messages to their loves. Later 
the custom crossed the Channel and invaded 
Britain a great many hundreds of yearsago. He 


discarded from consideration the cheap and con- 
temptible comic valentine, and announced tuat in 
speaking of those who keep the day he meant 
the young people who sincerely and from their 
hearts send valentines—missives that are 
sometimes treasured for life. It was a 
sort of correspondence, and it looked. perhaps, 
remotely forward to a wedding. This was the 
ultimate purpose conveyed by valentines, when 
sent by honest and manly youth. ‘ And when the 
time comes for a wedding,” he said, “do not let 
it be too expensive; there is & great folly in spend- 
ing half the money you have amassed tor rainy 
daysin a foolishly costly display." To the very 
many young women in the room Dr. Hall said: 
** Let me tell you, a wedding should be open as the 
day: there should be plenty of witnesses; an honest 
man waits publicity; he is proud of the step he is 
about to take, and no true woman, heedful 
of right and of her own peace of mind, should 
ever be induced to be wedded privately; if there 
is a cause for secrecy, there is a cause for doubt.” 
He believed the clergyman ought to be paid as the 
laborer is, worthy of his hire, but paid in current 
funds, and not as an Irishman of whom he had 
heard, who presented himself with his Mollie before 
the priest to be united, and who, regretting that he 
had no more to eive, said he could pay him 
$5 if the minister had change for a ten-dollar 
bill which he had, but: the priest afterward 
discovered that the bill was bad. A mar- 
riage beginning im that way could never pros- 
per. There were a great many such anecdotes in- 
terspersed threugh the discourse, Dr. Hall saying 
that he believed serious truths could be conveyed 
with laughter. 

The letter-carriers had a hard day’s work yester- 
day collecting and delivering the large number of 
valentines. In many quarters of the City the col- 
lectors had to make extra trips, and returned to 
the stations with their pouches overflowing with 
envelopes cf all sizes from the dimensions of 
a Christmas card to a sheet of legal cap. 
Ali of the substitutes in the department 
were engaged for the day, and 45 extra 
carriers were employed. They made double the 
customary number of trips, and instead of finish- 
ing the day’s work at 6:30 o'clock P. M., as usual, 
it was nearly 11:30 o’clock when they finally left 
the postal stations. Superintendeat Richards, of 
the Carriers’ Department, said that the young peo- 
ple were ‘‘exercising all kinds of ingenuity to 
me.ke the work laborious” for the Post Office offi- 
cials. Judging from the quality of the envelepes 
used, Mr. Richards thought there were more 
comic valentines distributed throughout the 
City than in tormer years. The excess in 
ail kinds over last year was very large. 
Some of the sentimental valentines received 
in the general office yesterday were very handsome. 
Those which were mailed in boxes were examined 
tosee if they contained any written matter, which 
would subject them to letter postage. One of this 
class was of white satin, with a handsome border 
of fringe. Figures of cupids chasing butterflies in 
a garden of gorgeous flowers were hand-painted on 
the groundwork, and esthetic rhymes beneath were 
embroidered in gold. The bauble could not have 
cost less than $50. Many handsome valentines 
were received in the out-of-town mails, and about 
8,000 were received by the Moselle from Europe. 
Extra men were required in the distribution de- 
partment also, as Postmaster Pearson said he did 
not propose to have the regular work of the office

THEY INDORSE MAYOR LOW’S ADMINISTRA- 
TION IN BROOKLYN. 
The Republican General Committee of Kings 
County met last evening in Central Hall, Fulton- 


street, Brooklyn, the President, Mr. Edwin Pack- 
ard,in the chair.

In speaking to his motion, Mr. Daggett 
said he did not approve of some of the nominations 
made by the Mayor, but that, the speaker thought, 
was no reason why he should withhold his ap- 
proval. The Mayor was trying a novel experiment, 
He served hig varty best who served the people 
best, and Mr. Low was at least entitied to have 
a fair trial given to his administration. 
When the vote was being taken Mr. Jeremiah 
Fuld, a German delegate from the Second Ward, 
arose and said he understood all the places were 
not filled yet. and, as he hoped to get one of them, 
he would vote to indorse the Mayor's administra- 
tion. Mr. Fuld’s honest declaration of the motives 
which influenced his vote created much merriment.

Mrs. Elizabeth Lohman, alias Mme. Restell, who 
committed suicide in her mansion, at the corner of 
Fifty-second-street and Fifth-avenue; Maggie Jour- 
dan, who rescued the murderer Sharkey from the 
Tombs; Sophie Levy, Ellen Lee, and Mary Ann 
Taylor, the noted pick-pockets, and many others. 
In her treatment of these persons her policy was 


always one of firmness tempered with mercy. It 
was ber who discovered the attempt of William 
Foster to poison himself by taking laudanum on 
the morning of his execution, March 21, 1873, and 
who preserved Foster for the hand of Sheriff Bren- 
nan by dosing him with black coffee. She wasa 
woman of intense persona! likes and dislikes, but 
very charitable at heart, and, though a strict Epis- 
copalian by birth, extended her charity to all.

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEWS 


HIGH WATER IN THE RIVERS. 
ICE BREAKING UP IN THE NORTHERN 
RIVERS—THREATENED CREVASSE AT 
HELENA, ARK. 

Troy, N. Y., Feb. 14.—The ice in the Hud- 
son and Hoosick Rivers broke up oarly this morn- 
ing, but became blocked below Troy, and the 
wharves were flooded. At 1:20 0’clock this after- 
noon the ice in front of the city suddenly started 
and rapidly moved away. 

ALBANY, Feb. 14.—The thaw prevailing 
here has swollen the Hudson River to such an ex- 
tent that the water this afternoon is almost ona 
level with the banks. The ice has broken slightiy 
in several places. 

NewsuraG, N. Y., Feb. 14.—The Hudson is 
open to this point, after having been closed since 
Jan. 23. The tug-boats Cheeney and Ambition, 
from New-York, for ice-barges, having arrived here 
this afternoon after forcing their way through the 
ice in the Highlands, will return to New-York to- 


morrow. Above Newburg the ice is still fast, but 
much weakened. 


Port Jervis, N. Y., Feb. 14.—The ice has 
been gorged in the Delaware River from Narrows- 
burg to Cochecton, a distance of 11 miles, for sev- 
eral weeks past. The river began rising yesterday, 
and this morning almost the entire village of 
Cochecton was partially submerged, Knapp’s Hotel 
having two feet of water on its first floor, One 
small house was crushed by the ice and carried off. 
The gorge gave way at 1 P. M. to-day, and the 
water soon receded from the village. The loss is 
net large. 


PitTsTon, Penn., Feb. 14.—The Susquehan- 
na River here is 21 feet above low water mark. 
aa ice has breken and is passing quietly down the

NORTHUMBERLAND, Penn., Feb. 14.—Both 
the North and West Branches of the Susquehanna 
are about 12 feet above low water mark, and they 
continue to rise slowly. Very little ice has come 
down, showing that the rain has not yet moved the 
gorges beyond Lock Haven. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., Feb. 14.—A special dis- 
patch from Helena, dated yesterday, says: “The 
river at this point has risen further. Many persons 
expressed the hope that the crisis had been reached, 
but adviees from Madison and Walnut Bend indi- 
cate a rapid rise in the past 24 hours. The levee at 
Walnut Hill is broken in several places. Not three 
acres of land are to be seen in any direction. Tele- 
grams have been sent to Memphis asking that boats 
be sent downto take out the cattle, horses, and 
mules, The St. Francis River is reported to be 
rising along its entire length. The situation is, in- 
deed, alarming, but the citizens of Helena are de- 
termined to leave nothing undone to keep out the 
water. A report was received this morning that the 
levee had broken at Deita, Miss., 10 miles below Hele- 
na, but full particulars have not been received. The 
L’Auquille River is very high. A trestle on the 
Iron Mountain and Helena Railway, which runs 
across this river, is about 15 inches under water. 
Passengers and the mails are transported by means 
of skiffs. The Lick Creek is very high and is run- 
ning across the track of the Arkansas Midland 
Railway at the bridge. It is now raining hard, and 
if it continues all the small streams in this region 
will be booming by to-morrow morning and will 
greatly interfere with railroad, trafic. Laborers 
will be kept at work, and the levee will bestrongly 
guarded at all times. 


LirTtLE Rock, Ark., 
from Helena, this State, says: “The levee was 
strongly guarded last night, and every pre- 
caution has been taken to prevent an inroad 
of the great flood now pouring down the 
Mississippi River in its resistiess passage to the 
Gulf. The earthen bulwarks remain intact, anda 
more hopeful feeling prevails, although the danger 
is not yet past. There is a weak spot still in the 
levee, in front of the Helena Lumber Company 
ana extending two blocks south, but the 
Street Commissioners hope to strengthen the 
work sufficiently te make it withstand the 
pressure. The Government gauge indicates a de- 
cline in the river within the last 24 hours; 
but the rains last night have checked the 
deeline, and with the rise reported at 
Memphis to-day will, no doubt, have a tendency to 
swell the volume of water. Large sums of money 
have been subscribed by the citizens to pay for 
the work of strengthening the levee, and there will 
be no cessation of the work until all danger of an 
overflow 1s passed, which danger, it is thought, 
will not last more than a week ilong- 
er. Capt. Ww. Stansell, who has 
just arrived from Delta, Miss., reports 
the break in the levee in that point as being 
400 feet long, and the water pouring 
through at a tremendous rate. The break 
at Yazoo Pass was slight, and has been repaired. 
A report reached here this evening that a break 
had occurred in the levee at O. K, Landing, Miss., 
30) = miles above this city, but the ru- 
mor lacks foundation. There is no _ further 
news from Walnut Bend. The river is 
still rising at Memphis and Madison, and a per- 
manent decline is not looked for at this point. 
All business is nearly at a standstill owing 
to the landings on the river being 
under water. The water ifs still over the 
railroad trestle across the L’Anguille tiver 
above Marianna, and no trains have arrived to- 
Gay over the Iron Mountain and Helena 
Raiiread. Trains are running regularly over the 
Midland Railroad, but there is but very little pas- 
senger traffic from the West, owing to the almest 
impassable condition of the wagon-roads between 
Clarendon and Brinkley. There are indication of 
more rain to-night. 

The river to-night has commenced falling and 
apprehensions of an overflow are subsiding. The 
steamer Mike Davis, returned to-day from the 
overflowed region on the St. Francis River, reports 
great damage there from high water. This boat is 
doing good service in removing fa.ilies and stock 
to places of safety. 

PETERSBURG, Va., Feb. 14.—In consequence 
of the high water the mills here and in the adjacent 
counties have practically ceased operations. The 
Appomattox River is higher than it has been for 
five years. Itis feared that much damage will be 


done by the freshet.

THE DAIRY FAIR ASSOCIATION’S TWO MEET- 
INGS AND TWO SETS OF OFFICERS, 
Members of the International Dairy Fair 
Asseciation held two annual meetings yesterday, 
elected two sets of officers for the coming year, 
and had a decidedly lively time. The first meeting 
was held in the afternoon in the Butter, Cheese, 
and Egg Exchange. It was called by T. 
Mortimer Seaver, Secretary of the association, 
and was a very peaeeful affair, as it was 


only attended by gentlemen opposed to 
the re-election of Francis DP. Moulton ag 
President, and as President Moulton and his 
friends were net aware that it was being held. 
Capt. Joel B. Hunter presided, and Secretary Sea- 
ver and }Treasurer Washington Winsor made re- 
ports of asatisfactory condition of the finances 
and other association affairs. Then an election of 
officers was held, and the candidates on the ‘‘in- 
dependent ticket’ were declared elected without 
opposition. These were: President—George B. 
Douglas: First Vice-President—Col. R. P. McGlin- 
cey; Secretary—T. Mortimer Seaver; Treasurer— 
Washington Winsor. There were also 60 Vice- 
Presidents from all parts of the country and 51 
managers, representing nearly all the States. 

Last evening another meeting of the association 
was held in the Grand Central Hotel. with Presi- 
dent Moulton in the chair. Just before the meet- 
ing was called to order Mr. Moulton learned that 
the annual election of officers had already been 
held and that a suceessor to him had been chosen. 
He and his friends at once claimed that the meet- 
ing was illegal, and declared that they would pay 
no attention to it. So Mr. Moulton duly called his 
meeting to order and made a speech about the 
vastness of the population of tne Nation, the 
vastness of the dairy interests of the coun- 
try, and the vastness of the International 
Dairy Fair Association, ‘“‘which makes possi- 
ble the ownership of land by the tillers 
of the soil.” ‘This meeting,” he said, “is for the 
election of officers of this association. I appoint 
Messrs. M. Folsom, J. W. Dean, and J. H. Reall as 
inspectors of election.’”’ Mr. Moulton made this 
announcement to a gathering of about 5 friends 
and 25 opponents, and he said it with a ring of de- 
fiance in his voice. 

**Can I make a report to you, Sir? asked Secre- 
tary Seaver. 

‘* No,”’ was the reply, “ you are out of order.” 

Half a dozen members jumped to their feet and 
began talking at once. ‘Will you take notes of 
what is done, Mr. Seaver!’ asked Mr. Moulton, 
and Mr. Seaver promptly declined to act as Secre- 
tary at that meeting. 

**Now, Mr. President,’ began a* member, I—” 

“ Sit down, Sir,” the Chairman interrupted. 

* But I rise to a point of order.”’ 

**Sit down, Sir.” 

* Haven't I any rights here?

** Well, you may state it if you like. What is it?’ 

“This meeting is illegal. Itis not prop—’ 

“Sit down,” said Mr. Moulton. ‘ You arenot in 
order.” 

**Then I appeal from the decision,”’ shouted the 
member. 

“You ean’t appeal. You're out of order,” and 
as Mr. Moulton pounded the table somebody nomi- 
nated S. W. Hoyt for Secretary pro tem, and he 
was declared elected. Mr. M. Folsom nominated 
J. H. Reall for Secretary and Mr. Hoyt called the 
roll for members to vote. Mr. Folsom voted 
**aye’’ on 15 proxies which he held, and Mr. Reall 
was declared tlie Secretary. 

**My name wasn’t called,’’ exclaimed Mr. Howell. 

“You're not « member,” the Chairman an- 
nounced. ‘* You can’t vote.” 

Mr. Howell called for the minutes to prove that 
he was a member, but he talked in vain. Then Mr. 
Folsom read a long speech and nominated Mr. 
Moulton for another term as President. Amid a 
good deal of confusion, Secretary Reall proposed 
amendments to the constitution making the num- 
ber of Vice-Presidents 5 instead of 60, and the mem- 
bers of the Board of Managers 15 instead of 51. Mr. 
Moulton appointed Messrs. Folsom. Hoyt, and Dean 
as inspectors of election, while Mr. Howell was 
trying to make himself heard. Mr. Dean declined, 
and Mr. Seaver was appointed. He also declined 
and Mr. Evans was named. “All right, I'll accept,” 
said the latter, and then he hesitated. ‘‘ Come, 
Fred, sit down,’’ said Mr. Moulton, in a pleading 
voice. “My friends say I mustn't,”’ was Mr. 
Evans’s response, and finally Mr. Reall was se- 
lected. Then Mr. Smith insisted tbat the inspec- 
tors should be appointed by the Board of Managers. 

** You're out of order,’’ said Mr. Moulton. 

**T protest against this election!” was shouted by 
a dozen members, and then Secretary Keall called 
the roll, Mr. Folsom voted his proxies, no one else 
answering to their names, and the amendments to 
the constitution were declared adopted. 

“Now,” said Mr. Folsom, waving his proxies, ‘‘as 
the amendments are adopted. I move that the offi- 
cers of this association for 1882 be as foliows,”’ and 
he read a ticket headed by Francis D. Moulton for 
President, R. P. McGlincey to; “irst Vice-President, 
J. H. Reall for Secretary, kK. J. Lean for Treasurer, 
and five members for Vice-Presidents and 15 for 
Managers. While several members were shouting 
to each other in angry tones, the roll-call was gone 
over again. Mr. Folsom answered for his 
proxies, and Mr. Moulton and the rest of 
the ticket were declared elected by Mr. Moulton 
by 50 votes. ‘“‘And I give notice,’’ exclaimed the 
latter, suddenly springing to his feet, ‘‘to this as- 
soolation that the oleomargarine interest can’t con- 
trol this association and it can't electa President 
of this association. It is moved and seconded that 
this meeting adjourns. This meeting is adjourned."’ 

T. Mortimer Seaver jumped up, and, in an ex- 
cited speech, declared that there had been no eiec- 
tion th.t evening. The election wasin the after- 
noon, and was lonestly, fairly, and legally con- 
ducted. There were no minutes at the evening 
meeting, *‘and,’’ continued Mr. Seaver, “you have 
read an old list of members which you have had in 
your possession a year, and half of them are dead.”’ 

“The list was never in the President's posses- 
sion,’’ shouted Mr. Moulton. 

‘Well,’ shrieked Mr. Seaver. ‘then it was in the 
hands of your man Friday,”’ pointing to Mr. Reall. 
Mr. Seaver concluded by asking Mr. Douglas, who 
had been elected President in the afternoon, to 
preside over an informal meeting to be held then 
and there. Mr. Douglas made aspeech to the effect 
that he preferred not to hold a meeting ina room 
hired by the opposition. and the result was that 
without any Chairman. Judge Kelly, of Nebraska, 
Col. Judson, of New-York; Col. Hill, of Missouri, 
and others, tried to pour oil on the troubled waters 
by making conciliatory speeches. Mr. Moulton 
disclaimed any personal ambition in the contest, 
and Mr. Douglas did the same, and finally the meet- 
ing broke up, leaving the question as to who is the 
legal President ef the association to be settled 
hereafter. Mr. Moulton’s friends claim that the 
call for Jast evening's meeting was issued by the 
President aad Secretary, uncer the former's or- 
ders, ard that the meeting was, therefore, legal. 
They assert that the call for the afternoon mevt- 
ing was illegal, because it was only issued by Seo- 
retary Seaver, as his use of Mr. Moulton’s name 
was unauthorized. The friends of Mr. Douglas 
claim that their afternoon meeting was perfectly 
regular and legal, and say that they are ready for 
a law test atany time.

ARGUMENT TO SET ASIDE THEIR CONVIC- 
TION FOR CONTEMPT OF COURT. 

The General Term of the Supreme Court, sit- 
ting in Brooklyn, heard argument yesterday on the 
appeal taken by the 16 members of the Brooklyn 
Common Council who were convicted of contempt 
of court for overriding Mayor Howeil’s veto of the 


Brooklyn Elevated Railroad scheme, in defense of 
an injunction of the Supreme Court issued by 
Judge Gilbert. After conviction, 15 of the Alder- 
men were sent to jail, but obtained their release 
from Judge Pratt, pending the appeal to the Gen- 
eral Term, which was heard yesterday. The argu- 
ments put forward by counsel for the defendants 
were the same in substance as these used when 
the ease was heard in the lower court. It was held 
that the act of the defendants was not a corporate 
one. It was not the city of Brooklyn, counsel 
held, that had any authority to grant leases to 
build roads on streets and avenues, but the Mayor 
and Common Council. The Aidermen were espe- 
cially delegated to grant these privileges by the 
Legislature, and were, therefore, the appointees of 
the Legislature, with special power. ‘he General 
Term of the Supreme Court in the same way had 
powers outside its purely judicial functions. 
In railroad matters it could take the place of 
the property-owners through its Commissioners. 
counsel claimed that the Aldermen were not law- 
fully enjoined by the order of the court which they 
had disregarded, for the reason that they were not 

arties to the action, either as agents or otherwise, 
The arties to the action were the Brooklyn Ele- 
vated Railroad Company, the Receivers of that 
company, and the city of Brooklyn. It had mot 
been shown, counsel claimed, that the members of 
the Commen Council were agents of the former, 
and it had been shown that they were not, in this 
matter, agents or officers of the latter. 

Ex-Judge Cooke, for the property-owners, argued 
that the injunction was operative and binding 
upon the members of the Common Council, al- 
though they were not named as defendants in tho 
action. The Common Council was the boas 
through whom and by whom the city acted in all 
matters of city government, and particularly re- 
Jating to and the regulations concerning streeis. 
The court reserved its decision.

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WATERS OF THE PASSAIC 


PROPOSITION TO BUILD A DAM 
ACROSS THE RIVER AT NEWARE. 
COMPLAINTS AGAINST THE POLLUTED WATER 
SUPPLY — FACTORY DISCHARGES AND 
SEWAGE EMPTIED IN THE RIVER—WHAT 
I8 SAID ABOUT THE PROPOSED DAM—IN- 

CREASING OPPOSITION TO IT, 

The inhabitants of the cities and towns lying 
along the Passaic River, in New-Jersey, have for 
several years been discussing the important ques- 
tion of how to secure a supply of pure water for 
domestic use. The waters of the river have long 
been contamimated by factory discharges and sew- 
age matter, and the residents of Passaic, Newark, 
and Jersey City have been especially loud in their 
complaints. A clear and tangible proposition is 
now before the people of Newark and Jersey City, 
and the consideration that it has received thus far 
is about equally proportioned, being partly favor- 
able and partly unfavorable. It is proposed to 
build a dam across the Passaic River at or near the 
present water-works of Newark, and a bill has 
been introduced in the State Legislature with that 
object in view. Last Summer, in consequence of 
the severe drought, the people of Newark and 
Jersey City found the impurities of the river water 
more obnoxious than ever, and steps were taken 
by the Water Boards of the two cities to devise a 
plan, if possible, for the abatement of the nuisance. 
The main trouble at Newark was the backing up 
of salt water and sewage contamination with the 
tide, and when the river was low this occurrence 
was fraught with very disagreeable consequences. 

A joint committee of three representatives each 
from the Newark and Jersey City Water Boards 
was formed on the 27th of last October, under the 
title of ‘‘ The Board of Inspection of the Pollution 
of the Passaic River and its Tributaries.’’ The 
members of this committee were Dr. Lott South- 
ard, James R. Smith, and George D. Randall, of 
Newark, and F. P. Budden, Benjamin Van Kueren, 
and Simeon H. Smith, of Jersey City. A Sanitary 
Inspector and Detective Patrol in the person of 
James Courter was appointed at about the same 
time. The committee have investigated to a cer- 


tain extent the causes which led to the pollution 
of the waters of the Passaic, and while they con- 
cede that a large amount of foul matter comes 
down the river from Paterson and Passaic, they are 
of the opinion that much of the filth that is lutro- 
duced into the water consumed in Newark and 
Jersey City Is carried back to the water-works 
by the flood tide. Therefore the project of a 
dam was suggested, and ex-Speaker Leon Abbett, 
of Jersey City, finally drafted an act which was 
approved by the joint committee and was intro- 
duced in the State Legislature by Senator Paxton 
on the 30th of January. This act declares that 
since the erection of the present water-works of 
Newark and Jersey City ‘‘a reef of rock has been 
removed from a point in the Passaic River below 
the said works, so that the tides flow more freely 
up the said river and carry to the said works and 
where the water is taken for the purposes of said 
cities, large quantities of salt waterand sewage 
from the city of Newark.’”’ The act creates 
“the Passaic River Board of Commissioners,” 
consisting of six members, three from 
each city directly interested. This board 
is empowered to construct a dam of wood, 
stone, or any material, across the Passaic River at 
or near the water-works of the city of Newark, 
and they may use for that purpose the lands ef the 
State and the waters and lands thereunder with- 
out compensation. In the construction of the dam 
tae board is required to construct a lock with 
gates, and make such arrangements as will not im- 
vede navigation on the river. The board is author- 
zed to purchase any property necessary for the 
construction of the dam, and provision is made for 
an appraisal where the Commissioners and the 
owners of the property takeneannot agree upon 
the price. Itis further provided that the expense 
of building the dam shall be divided equally be- 
tween Newark and Jersey City, and those cities 
are authorized to raise money for the purpose by 
issuing bonds. 

When this proposition to build a dam was first 
made public it met with general favor, Recently, 
however, numerous objections have been urged 
against it. and publie sentiment, particularly in 
Newark, is fairly divided on the question. The 
members of the * Pollution Committee” are giviag 
the proposition earnest backing, and they urge 
that a dam is the most speedy and effective means 
of giving to the residents of Newark and Jersey 
Clty purer and sweeter water. The result of a 
chemical analysis of the water used by the people 
of those two cities. made by Prof. Albert R. Leeds, 
has been published in a pamphlet, together with 
other matter relating to the pollutionof the Pas- 
saic River. Prof. Leeds says: ‘‘ As far up as Passaic 
the influence of the sea is felt, as may be noted by 
the large increase in the amount of sodium 
chloride, or common salt, held in solution. And 
even at dead low tide this influence may be ob- 
served.” He states thatat Newark about &,000 
gallons in every 1,000,000 gallons of water pumped 
up are sea water, and at Jersey City about 380,000 
gallons in every 1,000,000 gallons pumped up are sea 
water. In conclusion the Professor makes the fol- 
lowing deductions: ‘ First~—That the evil effects 
of the refuse at Paterson, being largely overcome 
in a flow of 16 miles, do not require action so 
urgently as the impurities introduced lower down. 
Second—That if the impurities intreduced by the 
tributaries and at Passaic were kept out, these im- 
purities not having the same opportunity of oxida- 
tion and destruction by along flow, a great im- 
provemement would benoted. Thiri—That it is 
imperative to keep back the up tide, and the plan 
of doing so by a properly iocated dam appears 
to be that best calculated to meet the 
exigencies of the case.’’ The members of 
the Newark Aqueduct Board are Mayor Lang, 
Dr. Lott Southard, James L. Gurney, George D. 
Randall, Thomas Harlan, James RK. Smith, and 
Frederick Heller. A ere rg | of the seven gentle- 
men named are believed to be in favor of the pro- 
posed dam, as is also George R. Gray, Superintend- 
ent of the Newark Water-works, and Inspector 
Courter. Mr. F. W. Meeker, Secretary of the spe- 
cial Committee on Pollution, informed a Times re- 
porter yesterday that he was quite certain thata 
majority of the board were in favor of building the 
dam. He had heard most of the members express 
themselves to that effect. The advocates of the 
dam claimed that something should be done with- 
out delay to prevent the back flow of foul matter 
which occurs with each rising tide, and they 
argued that the existence of a dam_ at 
the pumping-works would give a much larger flow 
of water to draw from than is at present afforded. 
“The dam can be built for about $75,000,”’ said one 
gentleman, not an ofiicial, “and it will afford great 
relief to the water consumers of both Newark and 
Jersey City. Locks can be provided, so that there 
need be no interference with navigation. After 
Newark provides the means to keep her own sew- 
age from floating back up the river with the tides, 
she can ask Passaic and Paterson to stop sending 
down their filthy discharges with much better 
grace than in times past. Once get the dam built, 
and provision can afterward be made for disposing 
of the impurities that come from above.” 

Some of the members of the Joint Pollution 
Committee, accompanied by Superintendent Gray, 
went to Trenton yesterday afternoon to discuss 
the merits of the Dam act before the Municipal 
Committee of the State Snnate. A meeting of the 
Newark Aqueduct Board and the Board of Inspec- 
tion is to be held. in Newark to-morrow evening 
for the purpose of giving a hearing to all parties in 
Passaic and Paterson who are interested in the 
proposition to dam the river. A remonstrance 
against the construction of the dam is being circu- 
lated and has already received a large number of 
signatures. The pies 2 geet advanced are, first, 
that such a dam would greatly increase the impedi- 
ments already existing to the navigation of the 
river; second, the proposed dam would affect un- 
favorably the sanitary condition of the Passaic 
Valley; third, a large amount of damage would 
be caused by the overflow of the low lands along 
the river, as high up at least as the mouth 
of the Third River; fourth, the proposed dam 
would intensify the liabihty to damage through 
freshets; and. fifth, the estimated cost of the dam 
is much less than the amount that would actually 
be required. The remonstrants recommend that it 
would be more satisfactory for all interests con- 
cerned, and in the end more economical for both 
Newark and Jersey City, to extend their supply 
pipes so as to tap the river above the Dundee dam, 
or the pipes might be extended toa point beyond the 
inflow of the salt water and the sewage of Newark, 
which is only about 1,500 feet above the Newark 
Water-works. The latter are three or four miles 
above Newark, at asmall place called Belleville, 
and the friends of the proposed dam assert that 
the people of Belleville and the owners of docks 
adjacent thereto have inspired the opposition to 
the dam for fear that its construction will be in- 
jurious to the interests of Belleville. The cost of 
the present Newark Water-works was about 
$3,500,000, and they supply about 12,000,000 gallons of 
water daily tothe people of Newark. The daily 
consumption of water in Jersey City is about 16,- 
000,000 gallons. 

Mr. James L. Gurney, one of the members of 
the Newark Aqueduct Board, told Tar Trmes’s re- 
porter that he was positively opposed to the pro- 
posed dam and should use what influence he had 
against the consummation of the scheme. He said: 
*‘T shalloppose the dam on the ground that all 
moneys applied in that direction will afford but a 
temporary reiief, if any relief at all. Paterson, 
which lies above us on the river, has about 40 facto- 
ries, and Passaic, which is between Paterson and 
Newark, hasa great many more. The vilest kind 
of chemical stuff is turned into the river from 
these factories, and it {s bound to come down to 
us, together with a vast quantity of household sew- 
age. What money is to be speat for the purpose 
of rendering the waters of the river purer 
should be spent between Paterson and Passaic 
and not between Passais and Newark. I believe 
that the stopping of water in its natural flow is 
detrimental to its purity and character. If the 
river is dammed it will cause the water which 
comes down to the dam freighted with sewage to 
back up and settle ss the low lands along the 
sides of the river. The opening of the gates of the 
dam when the tide falls will only tend to wear a 
deeper channel in the centre of the stream, while 
masses of unwholesome sediment will accumulate 
on both sides above thedam. Itis better to have 
the present amount of Passaic and Paterson sew- 
age floating down the river than to have a broad 
bed of malaria-breeding filtn formed right near 
our city.”’ 

Mr. Gurney said that he had written to several 
sanitary and civil engineers asking for opinions on 
the subject, and he had received three replies, all 
condemning the proposed dam under existing cir- 
cumstances. ‘The three replies were sent by J, J. R. 
Croas. of this City: Georga W. Howell. of New: 


York and Pennsylvania Construction Compaay, 
and George H. Bailey, of the Engineer’s Depart- 
ment of the District of Columbia. The last named 
engineer was with the Newark Water Board when 
the water-works at Belleville were constructed. 
Mr. Gurney said that he never tasted any salt in 
the water which was pumped up for the use of 
Newark people. The proposed dam, he thought, 
would cost three times the amount ($70,000) that 
had been estimated for it. He didnot know of any 
of the prominent citizens of Newark who were in 
favor of the projeet. Mayor Lang, the Chairman 
of the Water Board, was opposed to it, he sald, 
and he felt certain that four out of the seven mem- 
bers of the board would vote against building 
the dam, even if the act was passed: Two 
or three citizens «© Newark, when asked to 
express their views relative to the dam, said 
that they believed the opposition to it to be so 
strong that the biil would be defeated in the Legis- 
lature. Several suggestions have been made 
through various sources.for improving the water 
supply of Newark and Jersey City. One is to go 
to Lake Hopatcong, which is about 40 miles distant, 
and another isto gotothe Dundee dam, seven or 
eight miles above Newark. Mr. Gurney said that 
he might favor the latter project. providing the 
Paterson people would build asewer from their 
city down to a point just below the dam. 

At a meeting of the Paterson Board of Aldermen 
last Monday night it was resolved to protest 
against the damming of the Passaie River in its 
present shape.

lan, The Paterson ard Passaic city authorities 
1ad numerous representatives before the Senate 
committee at Trenton, yesterday, to oppose the 
proposed bill. It was claimed that the Legisiature 
has no powerto dam a navigable stream like the 
Passaic River. As forthe plea that the dam will 
improve navigation, Gen. Newton, who, during 
several years, was at work dredging and excavat- 
ing a channel in the river, under the authority and 
at the expense of the Government, to improve the 
navigation to Passaic, says that the proposed dam 
would inevitably injure, rather than improve, 
navigation. He says that now the currents in the 
river flow in such a way as to scour out the chan- 
nel and keep it clear and of a uniform depth. A 
dam at Belleville would check and disturb these 
currents, and the channel would gradually fill up 
with sand and silt carried down the stream by the 
flow from above. 
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FIRE INSURANCE INTERESTS, 
PS 
THE UNDERWRITERS ADVANCE RATES IN 
THE DRY GOODS DISTRICT. 

A private meeting of fire underwriters was 
had on Monday in the Boreel Building, Broadway, 
for the purpose of establishing a fixed tariff of 
rates on certain classes of risks. Over 80 Presi- 
dents, managers, and general agents of fire insu- 
rance companies doing business in the City 
were present, After diseussing the subject at 
length, it was decided to extend the 
limits of the tariff or dry goods district and fix 
uniform rates on various classes of risks contained 
therein. The old district extended only from 
Chambers to Spring street, while the boundary of 
the new section embraces risks situated between 


Chambers and Fourteenth streets, Crosby and Elm 
streets, and South Fifth-avenue and Fifth-»venue. 
Heneeforth risks in this section are to be rated as 
follows: 
r-~Per $100 of Insurance.

Cotton stores 3 60c. 


The Hudson River stores, upon which the rate 
heretofore was 50 cents, are now rated at 75 cents, 
and the rate upon Staten Island cotton warehouses 
is advanced from 60 vents to $1. The new tariff, if 
adhered to in all cases, will double the rate upon 
many risks above Spring-street. It was also de- 
cided to limit the brokerage on business obtained 
in this district to 10 per cent. commission, and to 
diseontinue all rebates and allowances to the in- 
sured. The meeting adjourned until to-morrow, 
so that invitations might be extended in the mean- 
time te all companies doing business in the City 
to participate in the movement. 

The local Board of Underwriters also recently 
adopted a resolution affecting the rates upen man- 
ufactories in the dry goods distriet. Underwriters 
have never regarded these classes of risks with fa- 
vor, situated as they are in the midst jof almost 
countless millions’ worth of property. Of late years a 
considerable nnmber of such factories have grown 
up in this seetion, and it is computed that over 8,000 
—— are employed inthem. With the manifest 

ntention of driving some of the most dangerous 
of these factories out of the dry goods district, the 
underwriters have classed as especially hazardous 
risks all places where cloaks, dresses, underwear, 
neckties, and furnishing goods are marufactured 
for the trade. Besides, 50 cents per $100 of insurance 
is added to the rate on buildings and an addition 
of 30 cents is made to the rate on goods manufac- 
tured and in process of manufacture. 

The Commonwealth Fire Insurance Company of 
Boston, which has been doing business in this City 
for several years, has reinsured all its outstanding 
risks in the Commercial Union Assurance Company 
of London, and goes into liquidation. The policy- 
holders’ interests are fully protected under the 
reinsurance contract. 

The First National Fire Insurance Company of 
Worcester, Mass., has decided to discontinue its 
business in this City. Charles B. Pratt. President 
ofthe company, informed a Times reporter that 
the business here during the past five years result- 
ed In a loss of nearly $20,000 to the company. This, 
he said, explained the action of his Directors. 
‘*However,”’ he added “our business shall be con- 
tinued elsewhere as heretofore.” 

The Newark Fire Insurance Company, Newark, 
N. J., has notified its agents in this City to discon- 
tinue operations in its behalf. The company hasa 
large surplus, but it failed to make any money last 
year. 

The London and Provincial Fire Insurance 
Company of England, whose proposed operations 
in this eountry was recently announced in Tus 
Times, is taking the necessary steps to qualify it to 
do business in this State. United States bonds 
representing the necessary deposit of $200,000, have 
been purchased and placed in the State Insurance 
Department by Mr. John C. Mills, who is the com- 
pany’s American manager. The United States 
Trustees are: James M. McLean, President of the 
Citizens’ Insurance Company of New-York; Fran- 
cis Leland, President of the New-York City Bank, 
and Edward A. Quintard, President of the Cameron 
Coal Company. The Auditors are Edward King, 
President of the Union Trust Company, and Ed- 
ward Wood, President of the Bowery Savings 
Bank.

The Com- 
mittee on Hanging and Reception of Pictures will 
meet on the same day, at 10 o’clock, in the studio 
of Hamilton Hamilton, to examine the lists sent in.

“and sent in a complaint. Dop’t one of you go 
home te-pight through a street that’s clean and 
then send in your compiaints to Mayor Grace to- 
morrow, and [ have his word for it that Walton's 
centract shall be forfeited.””. Mr. Schnabel advised 
the men te wait until this forfeiture was effected 
before asking an advance of wages. A committee 
was appointed, however, to meet, this morning to 
callupon the Mayor and ask an increase from $3 
per day for drawing 12 loads to $3 50 for 10 loads, 
and also to request that Mr. Walton’s contract be 
annulled.

A SUIT BROUGHT BY CORPORATIONS TO RE- 
SIST THE PAYMENT OF ASSES:MENTS. 
Writs of certiorari issued by Judge Dono- 
hue, of the Supreme Court, were yesterday mora- 
ingserved upon the members of the Board of Al- 
dermen, in their capacity as a Board of Super- 
visors, and upon Martin T.. McMahon, the Receiver 


of Taxes, citing them to appear before a special 
term of the Supreme Court to be held at 11 A. M.. 
on the 16th inst. Their appearance was ordered 
that they might show cause why they should not 
be restrained from levying and collecting the tax 
which has been levied upon the personal property 
of seven corporations doing business in this City. 
These are the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
the Gold and Stock Telegraph Company. the Atian- 
tic and Pacific Telegraph Company, the American 
Unien Telegraph Company, the International Ocean 
Telegraph Company and the Manhattan Quotation 
Telegraph Company, all of which corporations have 
as counsel in this cause Messrs. Dillon & Swayne. 
The Manhattan Railway Company also joined with 
the telegraph companies in asking relief from taxa- 
tion of personal property, being represented in this 
matter by Dorsheimer, Bacon & Deyo, attorneys. 
The matter was referred to the Corporation Coun- 
sel for such action as may be deemed necessary in 
the premises. The assessments and amounts of 
the tax levy to which exceptions are taken are as 
follows: Western Union Telegraph Company, as- 
sessment, $547,479 34; tax, $13,343 94; American 
Union Telegraph Company, assessment, $237,180; 
tax, $6.214 11; Manhattan Quotation Telegrarh 
Company, assessment, $9,900; tax, $259 38: Interna- 
tional Ocean Telegraph Company. assessment, $21,- 
000; tax, $550; Atlantic and Pacific Tele- 
graph Company, assessment, $55,394; tax, 
$1,951 82; Gold and Stock Telegraph Company, 
assessment, $117,411 36; tax, $3,076 16; Manhattan

208. Tne assessments given are for personal prop- 
erty only. In their petition the relators claim that 
this tax cannot be legally collected, because they 
have paid the taxes specified by the laws relative 
to the taxation of corporations, as set forth in 
chapter 542 of the Laws of 1880 and amended by 
chapter 861 of the Laws of 1881. These laws are 
cited and made a part of the petition upon which 
the writs were granted, the petitioners alleging 
that they have already paid the State tax. which is 
included in the assessments of valuation upon 
which the tax levy complained of is based. As this 
tax is paid. the petitioners hold that underthe laws 
they are exempt from the assessments and taxes 
on personal property, warrants forthe collection 
of which were made by the Board of Aldermen and 
placed in the hands of the Receiver of Taxes fur 
service and collection.

shall be ievied upon the capital stock of corpora- 
tions in lieu of all other taxes. The law of 1881 
amends this, however, so as to permit the further 
taxation of the personal property of corporations 
as before the passage of the law of 1880. Owing to 
the methods of assessment prevailing, corporations 
are required to pay State taxes twice, he says, 
once by the State itself, and again to the City, ac- 
cording to the assessment concerning which com- 
plaint is now made. It is expected by the eom- 
panies joining in this action that a decision will be 
obtained to show whether the law of 1881, passed 
after the assessments of last Spring were levied, is 
retroactive, and necessitates the payment of the 
tax laid before the passage of the law, warrants 
for which tax were not issued untzl last Fall; or if it 
only applies to the assessments now about to be 
made for the tax of 1882. 
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FIGHTING THE BOBTAILED CARS. 

A meeting of the Anti-Bobtailed Car Asso- 
ciation was held last evening at Schindler’s Hail, 
Bushwick and Johnson avenues, Brooklyn, Eastern 
District, Charles Neidig in the chair. The commit- 
tee appointed to confer with Mayor Low presented 
its report, from which it appeared that the Mayor, 


when waited upon by the eommittee. had ex- 
pressed surprise when informed that tha Police 
continued to interfere with passengers who re- 
fused to place their farus in the boxes, and stated 
that he had been under the impression that Police 
Commissioner Jourdan had put an ead: to Police 
interposition in the matter. The Mayor also stated 
that he would again confer with the committee 
after investigating the subject. The committee 
further reported that it had examined the charter 
of the Bushwick-Avenue Street Railroad Company, 
and that it contained no proviso relative to the 
matter of dispensing with conductors. Resolutions 
ealling upon the Common Council to declare it ille- 
gal to run horse cars without vonductors were 
adopted. A member of the association stated that 
for the past few days policemen had been riding 
on many of the cars. The officers had ejected 
some of those passengers who refused to deposit 
the fare, while in the cases of other passengers the 
officers had collected the fares and had themselves 
placed it in the box.

The Long Island Forestezs held their month- 
ly meeting in Cleaver’s Stag-head Inn at Putnam- 
avenue and Downing:street, Brooklyn, last evening. 
A committee of three was appointed by President

powers, except that no sportsman js to be placed 
at a greater distance than 80 yards from the trap. 
The club decideé to withdraw from the Long 
Island Sportsmen's Association. The latter body, 
itis claimed, has taken no prominent action be- 
yond having the convention of the State Sporis- 
men’s Association held last year at Coney Island.
